Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I trust  that  you  will  find  my  Annual  Report  for  1969  interesting 
and  informative. 

The  Health  Department  is  never  static.  New  problems  always  arise 
and  we  look  forward  to  branch  Health  Centres  being  included  in  the 
current  Five  Year  Pro  gramme  of  New  Schemes,  Much  of  the  planning  has 
already  been  done  for  the  new  Saunder  Bank  Health  Centre,  the  building  of 
which  is  due  to  commence  soon  after  this  Report  is  published.  Liaison  with 
general  medical  practitioners  is  going  ahead,  and  within  the  next  year 
it  should  be  possible  by  "practice  basing"  the  Health  Visitors  to  arrange 
attachment  to  the  various  group  practices.  It  is  also  intended  for  district 
nurses  and  municipal  midwives  to  be  attached  to  group  practices  in  order 
to  form  a community  health  team. 

Various  reports  on  the  futin*e  administration  of  the  health 
services,  including  the  Social  Services  Bill,  entailed  much  discussion 
during  the  year  for  our  Personal  Services  Committee  as  well  as  for  the 
Local  Executive  Council  and  the  Hospital  Management  Committee,  In  an  effort 
tOvUnite  the  three  branches  of  the  Health  Service  it  is  anticipated  that 
the  administration  of  the  medical  service  will  eventually  be  carried  out 
by  a Regional  or  Area  Health  Board,  The  welfare  provisions  for  the  community 
will  still  continue  to  be  administered  by  the  Local  Authority, 

The  Registrar  General  informs  us  that  the  population  of  the  Borough 
has  decreased  by  270,  Factors  which  determine  this  are  migration,  births 
and  deaths.  Births,  however,  during  the  year  were  higher  than  the  national 
average  and  they  exceeded  the  number  of  deaths  by  72,  For  some  years  the 
balance  of  movement  has  generally  been  outwards,  several  having  migrated 
from  Burnley  as  they  have  indeed  from  other  parts  of  Lancashire,  There 
are  very  pleasant  areas  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Burnley  and  many  no  doubt 
have  settled  there,  A more  recent  help  in  population  replacement  is 
provided  by  the  Town  Council’s  planned  scheme  to  encourage  families  to 
come  to  Burnley, 
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During  the  year  545  persons  which  represents  160  families  came  to 
live  here  and  should  this  influx  continue  there  should  eventually  be  an 
improvement  in  the  age  structure  of  our  population.  At  present  the  total 
number  of  persons  aged  65  and  over  is  15.4^  and  this  is  well  above  the 
national  average  of  12,8^  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  infant  mortality  figures  show  an  improvement  and  are  the 
lowest  on  record.  Our  survival  rate  for  infants  has  improved  enormously 
and  is  now  lower  than  several  of  the  larger  Lancashire  boroughs.  This  is 
a definite  advance  in  preventive  medicine  in  this  area„  Our  infant 
mortality  rate  is  just  under  the  national  average  and  it  can  however  be 
considered  a good  improvement  on  past  figures.  The  perinatal  mortality 
rate, which  reflects  stillbirths  and  deaths  during  the  first  week,  is 
also  well  under  the  national  average  and  the  stillbirth  rate,  which  for 
some  years  past  has  caused  some  anxiety,  shows  a figure  which  is  little 
more  than  half  the  previous  year's.  It  may  therefore  be  considered  to  be 
more  satisfactory.  Two  maternal  deaths  were  attributed  to  pregnancy,  but 
the  concensus  of  opinion  is  that  they  were  due  to  unavoidable  causes. 

There  were  no  deaths  attributed  to  abortion. 

Consideration  was  given  to  setting  up  a Special  Advisory  Committee 
for  Yo\mg  Persons  in  association  with  the  existing  Family  PlEUining  Service, 
Those  with  problems  other  than  family  planning  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  able 
to  get  the  special  advice  needed,  or  help  without  delay.  This  may  entail 
referring  them  to  voluntary  associations  which  operate  locally,  such  as 
the  Moral  Welfare  Association  and  the  Advisory  Council  for  Marriage 
Guidance , 

Parents  should  not  dismiss  measles  as  a harmless  childish  malady^ 
as  most  of  their  children  are  vulnerable  and  this  illness  can  often 
cause  bronchitis,  or  even  loss  of  life,  I miist  emphasize  that  vaccination 
against  it  is  free,  and  will  give  protection.  Two  hundred  and  forty  four 
cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  but  onlj’’  394  children  were  vaccinated 
compared  with  1,373  in  the  previous  year. 

Whooping  cough  was  no  great  problem  only  11  cases  being  notified. 
This  low  rate  is  to  a great  extent  the  result  of  successful  protection 
of  infants  by  immunisation. 

There  were  32  cases  of  Infective  Jaundice  which  became  compulsorily 
notifiable  in  I968.  The  increased  notifications  in  Scarlet  Fever  may 
justify  retaining  this  manifestation  of  Streptococcal  infection  on  the 
list  of  statutory  notifiable  diseases. 
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■people  should  be  aware  that  Tonsillitis  is  caused  by  the  same 
infecting  organism,  and  precautions  should  be  taken  to  prevent  spread  of 
infection. 

Deaths  from  coronary  disease  were  higher  than  from  "other  causes", 
and  26  more  men  than  women  died  of  this  disease,  unlike  the  previous  year 
when  11  more  women  than  men  died. 

Cancer  of  the  lung  caused  54  deaths  and  6 deaths  resulted  from 
influenza. 

There  was  an  increase  in  venereal  disease,  59  more  cases  being 
notified , 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  holiday  makers  can  contract  diseases 
abroad,  vaccination  for  smallpox,  typhoid  fever,  cholera  or  yellow 
fever  cannot  be  over- stressed, T ravel  agencies  are  well  versed  in  regard 
to  health  requirements,  but  it  is  up  to  the  individual  to  avail  himself 
of  this  protection  in  plenty  of  time,  as  all  too  often  it  is  only  done 
as  a last  minute  effort  with  insufficient  time  for  full  protection  to 
develop* 

It  is  planned  to  discontinue  the  mass  miniature  radiography 
service  and  one  reason  for  this  is  the  cost  of  maintenance,  the  other 
being  the  low  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  found.  This  service  is 
most  convenient  for  the  public,  and  representations  have  been  made  to 
the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  it  to  continue, as  our 
tuberculosis  rate  is  not  low,  and  there  is  an  influx  of  immigrants  locally, 

A Glycosuria  Survey  for  Diabetes  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the 
Unit’s  visit  and  the  response  was  excellent,  probably  due  to  holding 
the  Survey  in  autumn  instead  of  winter  as  in  previous  years. 

The  opening  of  Meadow  Bank  Adult  Training  Centre  in  January 
was  an  important  milestone  for  the  department , The  Centre  was  transferred 
from  Parkside  where  we  have  been  in  substandard  property  for  several  years. 
This  modem  Centre  gives  excellent  service  and  several  persons  have  been 
rehabilitated,  and  they  are  now  successfully  employed  in  industry  and 
elsewhere , 

Upgrading  of  the  temporary  ambulance  accommodation  took  place. 

It  has  'beem  made  more  comfortable,  and  easier  access  for  the  ambulances 
is  now  possible.  The  radio-telephone  equipment  is  not  coping  with  the 
demands  made  upon  it  and  it  requires  ’argent  replacement. 
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With  the  advent  of  further  legislation  which  permits  the  service 
to  expand,  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  was  transferred  to  the  Welfare 
Services  Department .This  move  has  been  helpful  to  the  Voluntary  Sick 
■Poor  Fund  from  which  finances  have  been  derived.  The  money  has  been  put 
to  good  use  over  the  years  but  an  increased  need  for  the  service  and 
increased  costs  have  demanded  extra  finances.  Farther  expansion  of  the 
service  should  now  be  possible. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  home  confinements  did  not  lead  to 
a very  great  reduction  in  the  work  of  our  midwives.  The  number  bf 
patients  discharged  early  from  the  Edith  Watson  Maternity  Unit  increased, 
and  until  the  Health  Visitor  takes  over,  generally  about  the  sixteenth 
day,  the  midwife  continues  to  supervise  the  mother  and  baby.  During  the 
year  Part  II  training  for  pupil  midwives  commenced  and  our  midwives 
supervise  the  pupils  on  the  distilct. 

The  work  in  maintaining  clean  food,  clean  food  premises  and 
hygienically  minded  food  workers  continues.  Public  health  inspectors 
visit  food  businesses  regularly,  but  do,  to  some  extent,  depend  on 
active  public  awareness  of  hygiene  and  a demand  for  same, to  stimulate 
good  practices  in  the  food  trade. 

One  aspect  of  food  control  goes  little  noticed;  this  is  the 
sampling  of  food  and  drugs  to  check  on  the  correct  analysis  and  freedom 
from  harmful  bacteria.  Many  Regulations  are  made  to  govern  the  standards 
of  foods  and  the  method  of  advertising  food.  One  noticeable  product  of 
such  regulations  has  been  the  appearance  during  the  year  of  the  "potato 
‘and  meat  pie"  as  the  old  term  "meat  and  potato  pie"  now  demands  at  least 
p’T^meat  content,  whereas  the  new  term  escapes  that  standard. 

Excellent  co-operation  in  our  field  of  work  has  been  received  from 
the  members  and  officers  of  the  Local  Executive  Council  and  Hospital 
Management  Committee,  and  from  general  practitioners.  I have  also 
received  valuable ‘ assistance  from  the  Chief  Officers  of  the  local  authority, 
the  Engineer  of  the  Calder  Water  Board,  members  of  several  voluntary 
organisations  and  the  Press. 

Once  more  I must  express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  staff 
of  the  department  for  their  loyalty  and  the  excellent  manner  in  which  they 
have  carried  out  their  duties.  It  would  also  be  remiss  of  me  not  to  thank 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
support  and  interest,

Crematol*ium 

The  Crematorium  was  opened  in  September  1958  and  serves  the  town 
and  the  surrounding  districts,  including  Nelson,  Colne,  Burnley  Rural 
district  and  the  townships  in  Rossendale  Valley. 

In  1969  there  were  675  cremations  of  Burnley  residents,  and  999 
of  non-Burnley  residents,  giving  a total  of  1674. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  appointed  Medical  Referee  with 
the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  as  Deputy  Medical  Referees.

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STATISTICAL  SUMMARY 


Live  Births 

Two  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty  one  live  births  (ll6l  males 
and  1100  females)  were  registered  in  Burnley  during  1969.This  appreciable 
increase  is  due  to  the  centralisation  of  hospital  maternity  services  in  the 
Edith  Watson  Maternity  Unit  of  the  Burnley  General  Hospital.  After 
correction  for  25  inward  and  1049  outward  transferable  births,  a net  total 
of vl257  births,  or  an  increase  of  24  on  the  total  for  I968  is  obtained. 

The  crude  live  birth  rate  is  16.15  but  in  order  to  compare  the 
local  rate  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  it  must  be  adjusted  by 
a comparability  factor,  to  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in 
which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from 
that  of  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  Burnley 
is  18.05  compared  with  16. 3 for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  live  births  shows  a decrease  of  7 and 
the  percentage  of  total  live  births  is  10.75  as  compared  With  11.54  in 
the  previous  year. 

Stillbirths 

There  were  18  stillbirths,  giving  a rate  of  14.34  per  1000  total 
(live  and  still)  births,  as  compared  with  24.14  in  I968, 

Deaths 


One  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty  seven  deaths  were  registered. 

Of  this  number  575  deaths  of  non-residents,  chiefly  occurring  in  hospitals, 
are  excluded,  leaving  1092  deaths  of  residents.  To  this  number  must  be 
added  73  deaths  of  Burrde7  people  who  died  in  other  districts. 

After  these  corrections  the  total  is  II65  (males  564,  females  6OI) , 
giving  a crude  death  rate  of  15.21  per  thousand  of  population,  as  compared 
with  15.67  for  1968  and  15.63,  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  is  14.45  and  continues  hi^er  than  the  death  rate 
for  England  and  Wales,  which  is  11.9. 

Twenty  seven  children  died  under  5 years  of  age,  representing  2,39^ 
of  the  total  deaths,  but  of  these  22  were  children  under  1 year  of  age. 
Seven  deaths  were  of  children  between  5 and  15  years  of  age:  43  of  persons 
aged  15  to  45  years:  234  aged  between  45  and  65  years:  and  854  or' 73.305!^ 
of  the  total  were  aged  65  years  and  up  wands.

Of  those  due  to  coronary  disease, 
there  were  twenty  six  more  men  than  women  and  three  were  of  persons  under 
the  age  of  45  years. 

Deaths  from  respiratory  diseases  (excluding  tuberculosis)  were 
16  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  Deaths  frominfluenza  numbered  six. 


Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis 

There  were  two  deaths  from  gastro-enteritis  in  children  under  two 
years  of  age. 

Malignant  Neoplasms 

There  were  one  hundred  and  ninety  four  deaths  from  all  causes  of 
cancer  (including  leukaemia)  - 109  males  and  85  females.  By  far  the 
greatest  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  people  over  the  age  of  45  years,  although 
twelve  died  under  that  age. 


Respiratory  or  lung  cancer  deaths  showed  an  increase  of  two. 

It  is  very  significant  that  more  men  dieof  lung  cancer  than  women,  the 
respective  figures  being  fifty  and  four.

Infant  Mortality 

Twenty  two  infants  died  under  the  age  of  one  year,  this  figure 
being  the  same  as  in  1968. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  is  slightly  less  than  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  at  17.78  compared  with  18.0, 

Of  the  twenty  two  deaths,  eleven  occurred  within  four  weeks 
of  birth  giving  a neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  8.89,  which  is  less  than 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  at  12,0.  During  the  first  week  of  life 
nine  babies  died  and  the  early  neo-natal  mortality  rate  was  7.28.

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Tuberculosis

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

The  schedule  of  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  procedures  are  as 
follows 

During  the  first  year  of  life  - a basic  course  of  vaccination  against 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  (Triple  vaccine)  together  with 
oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine. 

During  the  second  year  of  life  - Measles  vaccination  and  Smallpox 
vaccination  with  suitable  interval  between  the  two. 

At  five  years  of  age  or  school  entry  - Diphtheria  and  tetanus 
reinforcing  dose  plus  oral  poliomyelitis  reinforcing  dose  and  Smallpox 
revaccination , 

Between  in  and  l^  years  of  age  - B.C.G,  vaccine  for  tuberculin  negative 
children. 

At  15-lQ  years  of  age  or  on  leaving  school  - poliomyelitis  vaccine, 

Tetanus  reinforcing  dose  and  Smallpox  revaccination. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

As  recommended  by  the  Ministry,  children  are  vaccinated  between 
the  ages  of  1 and  2 years  of  age. 

Five  hundred  and  ei^t  primary  vaccinations  and  480  revaccinations 
were  carried  out.  The  revaccination  figures  show  an  increase  over  those 
for  l968,It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  the  increase  in  vaccinations 
and  revaccinations  done  by  general  practitioners  continues.

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Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 

Of  the  1213  children  born  in  1968,  758  or  62.49^  were  immunised 
against  diphtheria  by  the  end  of  1969.  The  number  of  children  under 
16  years  of  age  who  received  primary , injections  in  1969  was  1192  which 
is  326  more  than  in  the  previous  year,..  It  is  important  that  re-inforcing 
or  "booster"  injections  be  given  to  those  who  were  given  primary  injections 
a few  years  previously,  so  that  immunity  is  maintained.  During  the  year, 

1879  children  received  re-inforcing  injections  compared  with  1416  in  I968, 
Most  of  these  "booster"  injections  were  given  in  schools. 

It  is,  of  course,  known  that  diphtheria  has  not  been  prevalent  for 
a number  of  years..  Continued  protection  of  our  children  is  most  essential 
and  it  is  important  that  they  receive  primary  and  re-inforcing  injections 
at  the  appropriate  ages.  This  cannot  be  stressed  too  strongly  upon  parents. 

Vaccination  against  Whooning  Gough 

Since  the  scheme  for  protective  vaccination  against  Whooping  Cou^ 
came  into  operation  sixteen  years  ago,  some  13,761  primary  and  4,205 
re-inforcing  injections  have  been  given.  During  the  year  under  review, 

955  children  received  primary  vaccination  and  I96  who  had  been  vaccinated 
earlier  in  life  were  given  a "booster"  injection.  The  majority  of  these 
inoculations  were  given  in  combination  with  inoculations  against  diphtheria 
and  tetanus. 

Vaccination  against  Tetanus 

Vaccination  for  protection  against  Tetanus  is  mainly  given  by  means 
of  Triple  Antigen  (Dinhtheria/Whooping  Cough/Tetanus  Vaccine)  but  80 
children  were,  however,  given  a complete  primary  course  for  tetanus  only. 
These  children  were  principally  between  5 and  12  years  of  age  and  were 
children  who  had  not  received  tetanus  injections  as  babies.  Most  of  the 
injections  were  given  in  schools.  Twenty  eight  persons  over  the  age  of 
16  years  were  also  given  a primary  course  of  vaccination. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

The  scheme  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  commenced  in  1956, 
Children  now  receive  a complete  course  of  oral  vaccine  during  the  first 
year  of  life,  A “booster"  dose  is  given  at  five  years  of  age.  This  is  mainly 
given  in  schools.  In  addition  to  the  number  of  chil dren  vaccinated  and  shown 
in  the  table,  5 adults  received  a completed  course,  and  50  a "booster"  dose. 
Since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme,  51»922  completed  courses  and  48,297 
re-inforcing  doses  have  been  given. 
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Yaccination  against  Measles 

In  1968  a scheme  was  introduced  for  vaccination  against  measles* 

The  vaccine  was  made  available  for  children  who  had  not  suffered  the 
disease  and  priority  was  given  to  those  in  the  pre-school  age  groups,  and 
in  infants  schools.  It  is  now  available  to  all  children. 

The  vaccine  is  offered  to  children  aged  about  13  months  old,  as 
a routine  vaccination.  Only  one  injection  is  necessary.

CHILD  HEALTH  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES 

Health  Visitors 

The  section  was  understaffed  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  Two 
health  visitors  left  to  work  elsewhere  and  it  was  not  possible  to  replace 
them  despite  numerous  advertisements  in  the  local  and  nursing  press. 
However,  we  have  one  student  undertaking  the  health  visitors',  course  in 
Bolton  and  she  will  return  to  the  department  in  September  1970,  Meantime, 
the  section  is  assisted  in  its  school  work  and  clinical  sessions  by  one 
full-time  and  one  part-time  S,R,N,  and  one  full-time  and  one  part-time 
S,E,N, 


A second  member  of  the  staff  started  a field  work  instructors 
course  with  the  College  of  Technology  in  Bolton, 

As  in  previous  years,  two  health  visitors  attended  approved 
refresher  courses. 


Visits  of  observation,  talks  and  demonstrations  are  arranged  and

Congenital  Malformations 

In  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  a 
Register  is  maintained  of  all  congenital  malformations  observed  in  the 
newborn.  Thirty  three  babies  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  congenital 
defects,  of  which  three  were  stillborn  babies. 

Register  of  children  "at  risk" 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  246  children  on  "at  risk" 
register. 
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Moral  Welfare 

The  Committee  of  Management  of  the  House  of  Help  continued  to 
undertake,  through  their  social  worker,  the  care  of  unmarried  mothers 
and  illegitimate  children  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Authority.  Fifty  three 
cases  were  investigated  during  the  year. 

Arrangements  were  made  through  the  House  of  Help  for  five  of 
the  expectant  mothers  to  be  admitted  to  moral  welfare  homes,  the  local 
authority  contributing  towards  the  cost  of  maintenance  in  four  cases. 

Child  Guardianship 

This  service,  which  has  not  been  required,  is  to  provide  for  the 
emergency  care  of  any  child  in  the  priofity  classes,  three  guardians 
may  be  appointed  to  receive  not  more  than  two  children  each  into  their 
homes  at  very  short  notice.  Annual  retaining  fees  may  be  paid  to  the 
guardians , 

Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulations  Act  1948 

Section  60  of  the  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act  1948 
amended  the  above  Regulations,  and  brought  into  operation  from  1st 
November  1968  extensions  to  the  1948  Act  to  include  premises  (other 
than  those  used  wholly  or  mainly  as  private  dwellings)  in  which  children 
are  received  for  a total  of  two  hours  or  more  in  the  day,  and  persons 
who  in  their  own  homes  and  for  reward,  look  after  one  or  more  children 
under  the  age  of  5 years  to  whom  they  are  not  related,  for  similar 
periods. 


The  maximum  penalties  for  failure  to  register  are  substantially 
increased,  Tffide  publicity  has  been  given  to  the  amended  regulations  and 
by  the  end  of  the  year  one  hundred  and  thirty  four  child  minders  were 
registered. 

Playgroups 

There  are  five  private  groups  in  the  town,  providing  for  96 
children  under  5 years  of  age. 

Vfelfare  Foods 

These  are  available  from  the  central  distribution  point  in  the 
Health  Department  and  from  the  Child  Health  Centres,  The  sales  of 
national  dried  milk  still  continue  to  fall  whilst  the  sales  of  orange 
juice,  cod  liver  oil  and  vitamin  tablets  remain  fairly  constant. 
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During  the  year,  5055  tins  of  National  Dried  Milk,  1346  bottles 
of  Cod  Liver  Oil,  17895  bottles  of  orange  juice  and  1435  packets  of 
A,  and  D,  tablets  were  sold  or  distributed. 

Dental  Treatment 

No  separate  sessions  are  held  for  maternity  and  child  welfare 
patients.  Inspections  and  treatments  Eire  carried  out  during  the  normEil 
school  dentsil  service  aessibns, 

. From  the  figures  shown  below,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of 
referrals  are  comparatively  small,  though  the  service  given  to  the 
children  under  5 years  shows  an  increase  over  1968.

Domiciliary  Midwifery 

\ 

Seventy  nine  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practise  midwifery 
during  the  year.  Sixty  ei^t  of  these  were  employed  in  the  Maternity 
Hospital.  The  non-mediCEil  Supervisor  of  Midwives  made  one  hundred  and 
ninety  five  supervisory  visits. 

The  domiciliary  midwives  work  a rota  system  of  duty  which  has 
proved  very  successful  in  providing  a maximum  of  off-duty  time. 

I 

The  control  room  of  the  ambulance  service  takes  all  midwifery 
calls  and  transmits  them  immediately  to  the  midwife  concerned.  Transport 
is  available  where  required  for  midwives  without  their  own  cars, 

A total  of  2297  confinements  ocuurred  in  the  town,  including 
mothers  who  came  from  other  areas.  Of  this  figure,  173  were  domiciliary 
confinements,  and  represents  7.5^  of  the  total.  In  addition,  however, 
the  domiciliary  midwives  attended  862  mothers  delivered  in  hospital  and 
discharged  before  the  tenth  day. 
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Maternity  outfits  are  provided  free  of  charge  to  expectant  mothers 
who  require  them  for  confinements  in  their  own  homes,  and  171  outfits 
were  distributed,  Ei^t  outfits  were  also  issued  to  mothers  discharged 
early  from  hospital. 

Under  Rule  E,13  of  the  Central  Eidwives  Board,  the  midwives 
requested  medical  aid  on  fifty  occasions,  including  mothers  delivered  in 
hospital  and  discharged  before  the  tenth  day.  Of  these,  forty  were  on 
account  of  conditions  of  the  mothers,  and  ten  of  conditions  of  the  new 
born  infants. 

The  Emergency  Obstetric  Unit  was  summoned  on  four  occasions  to 
assist  in  complications  of  confinement.  One  patient  remained  at  home 
and  three  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Care 

Expectant  mothers  receive  ante-natal  supervision  from  their  own 
general  practitioner,  or  the  local  health  authority  or  hospital  services. 
Close  liaison  is  maintained  between  the  three  services  and  arrangements 
operate  for  the  complete  clinical  care  and  supervision  of  expectant 
mothers;  for  the  selection  of  maternity  cases  for  admission  to  hospital; 
and  for  the  availability  of  the  emergency  obstetric  unit.  In  addition, 
the  Home  Help  Service  is  available  to  any  mother  who  requires  it  during 
pregnancy  or  the  puerperium. 

The  local  authority  provides  three  ante-natal  clinics  weekly, 
two  of  which  are  attended  by  a medical  officer.  The  number  of  expectant 
mothers  who  attended  the  ante-natal  clinic  was  283. 

Three  mothers  attended  the  clinic  specifically  for  post-natal 
examination,  but  of  course  post-natal  visits  are  made  by  the  midwives 
and  the  majority  of  mothers  are  given  a post-natal  examination  by  their 
own  general  medical  practitioners. 

Attendances  at  the  clinic  for  investigation  of  Rh,  factor  and 
Wassermann  reaction  of  the  blood  totalled  188, ^ Of  this  figure,  two  were 
for  haemoglobin  test  only. 

Notification  of  Births 

The  numbers  of  Burnley  live  and  still  births  notified  after 
adjustment  for  transfers  were  1225  and  18  respectively,  making  a total 
of  1243.  This  figure  is  14  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 
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Notifications  were  received  from  domiciliary  midwives  in  respect 
of  173  live  tirths,  and  from  the  local  hospitals  in  respect  of  1053  live 
births  and  18  still  births. 

Attendance  at  Birth 

Enquiries  show  that  of  the  2297  confinements  occurring  in  the 
Borough,  29  were  attended  by  both  doctor  and  midwife;  143  were  attended 
by  midwives  only,  and  2125  occurred  in  the  local  hospitals. 

Still  Births 

After  adjustment  for  transferred  notifications,  eighteen  still 
births  were  recorded, 

Care.  of  Premature  Infants 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Edith  Watson  Maternity  Unit  in  November 
1968  there  is  now  a Special  Baby  Gsre  Unit  in  operation  which  deals  with 
all  premature  babies  whether  hospital  or  domiciliary  born. 

Ninety  nine  babies,  or  8,8^  of  the  totallive  births,  weighed 
5^  lbs,  or  less  at  birth.  After  the  midwife  ceased  to  attend,  or  after 
discharge  from  hospital,  frequent  follow-up  visits  were  made  by  the 
Health  Visitors, 

Ninety  one  of  the  infants  were  born  in  hospital,  and  8 at  home, 
representing  8,3^  of  hospital  live  births,  and  4.7^  of  domiciliary  live 
births.  Of  those  born  at  home,  four  were  transferred  to  hospital  for 
special  care,  but  survived  beyond  twenty  eight  days.  Of  those  born  in 
hospital,  three  died  within  twenty  four  hours  of  birth,  two  within 
seven  days,  and  two  within  twenty  ei^t  days  of  birth. 

Equipment  provided  for  the  needs  of  babies  born  prematurely  at 
home  is  loaned  where  necessary. 

Maternal  Mortality 

Two  Burnley  women  died  in  consequence  of  childbirth  during  1969- 

Ophthalmia  and  Pemphigus  Neonatorum 

One  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  notified  and  there  were  no 
cases  of  Pemphigus  Neonatorum  notified. 
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SECTION  VI 

THE  DOMESTIC  HELP  AND  NIGHT  ATTENDANT  SERVICES 

The  recruitment  and  supervision  of  the  staff  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Organiser  and  her  Assistant,  who  also  personally  investigate  all 
applications  for  the  services  provided. 

A person  employed  as  a Domestic  Help  needs  to  possess  understanding 
and  kindness,  as  well  as  a wide  knowledge  of  normal  domestic  tasks.  The 
work  is  hard  and  at  times  unpleasant  when  one  considers  that  they  work 
principally  in  the  homes  of  the  elderly  sick,  aged  and  infirm. 

Domestic  Help  Service 

The  niomber  of  housesholds  receiving  assistance  totalled  874. 

Chronic  sick,  aged  and  infirm  accounted  for  95*66^  of  those  helped. 

The  Organiser  and  her  Assistant  made  2280  visits  to  households. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  40  whole-time  and  14  part-time  Helps  were 
employed. 


This  service  is  ever  increasing  and  strict  assessment  of  need 
is  important.

Night  Attendant  Service 

This  service  is  principally  offered  to  those  who  live  alone  and  are 
awaiting  hospital  care  and  treatment.  Assistance  is  also  given  to  relatives 
caring  for  their  sick  elderly  and  who  are  in  need  of  temporary  relief. 

Twenty  nine  households  received  assistance  for  varying  periods, 
and  the  iiumber  of  'service  nights'  given,  totalled  58.  The  number  of  part- 
time  Night  Attendants  in  employment  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  4. 
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SECTION  VII 


HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 


The  staff  of  this  service  continues  to  carry  out  the  onerous 
tasks  in  a most  efficient  manner. 


The  number  of  nursing  visits  paid  to  patients  during  the  year 
was  1519  less  than  in  I968  and  shows  an  average  weekly  visit  figure  of 
around  756. 

Sixty  six  per  cent.  (920)  of  the  patients  nursed  were  over  the 
age  of  65  years  and  the  majority  of  these  were  chronic  invalids.  The 
number  of  children  under  5 years  of  age  attended  by  the  nurses  numbered 
twenty.

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SECTION  VIII 


PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 
Care  of  the  Aged.  Sick  and  Infirm 

The  Health  Department  and  Welfare  Services  Department  provide 
extensive  facilities  for  the  care  of  the  elderly  and,  in  addition,  home 
visits  are  made  by  members  of  the  Burnley  Council  of  Social  Service  and 
the  Churches  Visiting  Scheme. 

Close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Consultant  Geriatrician  of 
the  local  hospital  group.  District  nurses  and  health  visitors  occasionally 
attend  the  Geriatric  Out-patient  Clinic  for  instruction  in  the  latest 
methods  of  nursing  in  this  field. 

Laundry  service  for  incontinent  persons 

This  service  is  available  for  incontinent  patients  where  assistance 
of  this  kind  is  obviously  required.  Bed  gowns  and  sheets  are  provided  by 
the  authority.  These  are  delivered,  collected  and  laundered  free  of  charge 
to  patients  in  need  and  recommended  by  general  practitioners  and  the  staff 
of  the  Home  Nursing  Service . 

During  the  year  14  persons  received  help  from  this  service, 
incontinence  Pads  Service 

Incontinence  pads  are  available  for  the  benefit  of  the  elderly 
incontinent.  These  are  largely  issued  through  the  District  Nursing  Service, 

In  addition,  supplies  can  be  obtained  from  the  Health  Department 
at  a nominal  charge  by  anyone  requiring  them. 

The  use  of  these  soluble  pads  helps  to  supplement  the  laundry 
service  previously  referred  to,  but  of  course  they  are  used  mainly  in 
cases  of  emergency.  They  are  not  considered  suitable  for  use  over  long 
periods. 

Where  difficulties  of  disposal  of  soiled  pads  arise  in  households, 
appropriate  disposal  facilities  are  provided  in  co-operation  with  the 
authority’s  Cleansing  and  Transport  Department. 

Provision  of  Nursing  Equipment 

Items  of  nursing  equipment  are  available  on  loan  to  patients  who 
are  nursed  at  home,  and  these  include  invalid  chairs,  crutches,  air-beds, 
air-rings,  bed  pans,  bed  cages  and  commodes,  etc.  The  articles  are  issued 
from  the  Public  Health  Department  central  offices  at  a nominal  charge. 

During  the  year  items  of  equipment  loaned  numbered  413.

Niirsing  Homes 

One  Nursing  Home  is  registered  in  the  Coimty  Borough,  This  was 
opened  in  1954  and  provides  accommodation  for  20  patients,  of  the 
medical  and  chronic  sick  category. 


Chiropody  Service 

In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  ll/l959»  a chiropody 
service  is  provided,  free  of  charge,  for  elderly  persons  - men  over  65 
years  and  women  over  60  years  - registered  physically  handicapped  persons, 
and  expectant  mothers,  provided  the  family  income  consists  only  of 
retirement  pension,  old  age  pension,  supplementary  pension,  or  national 
insurance  benefits. 

Two  whole-time  chiropodists  are  now  employed,  a second  being 
appointed  in  August.  The  service  includes  the  care  of  the  residents 
in  the  hostels  of  the  Welfare  Services  Department. 


Clinic  sessions  are  held  in  the  Health  Department  premises  and 
in  the  Gannow  Clinic  which  is  situated  in  the  west  end  of  the  town. 
Domiciliary  treatments  are  provided  for  patients  who  are  physically 
unable  to  attend  a clinic.

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Care  and  After-Care  of  Tuberculous  Persons  and  Contacts 

/ 

One  whole-time  Tuberculosis  Visitor  undertakes  the  routine  after- 
care of  patients  discharged  from  hospitals  and  is  also  responsible  for  the 
supervision  of  patients  in  their  own  homes. 

Close  co-operation  with  the  Chest  Physicians,  the  general 
practitioners  and  industrial  medical  officers  ensures  the  examination  of 
contacts  of  patients.  There  is  also  good  liaison  between  local  health 
authority  officers  and  the  local  officials  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and 
the  Ministry  of  Social  Security, 

B.C.G.  vaccination  of  contacts  is  undertaken  by  the  chest  physicians 
at  Marsden  Hospital  as  part  of  the  local  health  authority  after-care 
service.  Details  of  the  vaccination  of  the  twelve  and  thirteen  year  old 
children,  the  fourteen  years  and  over  group,  and  further  education  students, 
are  to  be  found  in  my  Report  as  Principal  School  Medical  Officer,  * 

Nursing  requisites  are  provided  where  required,  and  the  District 
Nursing,  Night  Attendant  and  Domestic  Help  Services  are  made  available 
when  necessary. 

Following  the  recommendations  of  the  Chest  Physicians  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Housing  Committee  of  the  local  authority  give 
a special  consideration  to  families  requiring r ehousing. 

Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Survey 

During  September  and  October,  No,l  Mass  Miniature  Radiography 
Unit  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  carried  out  a survey  from 
the  Town  Hall  premises.  This  catered  in  the  main  for  general  public 
sessions  and  the  response  was  excellent,  being  the  largest  attendance 
since  annual  visits  were  instituted.  This  was  probably  due  to  the  holding 
of  the  survey  in  autumn  instead  of  winter,  and  it  is  hoped  that  future 
surveys  will  be  held  accordingly.

Convalescent  Treatment 

Convalescent  care  is  available  in  Homes  usually  at  the  seaside, 
for  those  in  need,  and  recommended  principally  by  general  ptactitionsrs. 

The  scheme  provides  for  the  convalescent  care  of  people  after  illness, 
accident  or  operation,  prior  to  resuming  their  employment.  Six  persons 
were  provided  with  two-week  periods  of  convalescence. 

The  Thursby  Children’s  Home,  St,  Annes-on-Sea,  is  open  throii^out 
the  year  to  accommodate  not  only  children  requiring  convalescent  holiday 
but  mentally  handicapped  children  for  short-term  care  and  children  referred 
by  the  Children's  Officer,  The  length  of  stay  varies  according  to 
individual  circumstances.

Epilepsy 


The  comprehensive  register  of  handicapped  persons  maintained  by 
the  Welfare  Services  Department  contains  the  names  of  adult  epileptics, 
some  of  whom  are  in  Colonies  or  Homes. 

In  April  19^9 , there  were  54  persons  suffering  from  epilepsy  on 
the  Disablement  Register  at  the  local  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
and  National  Service. 

Information  regarding  children  suffering  from  epilepsy  is  given 
on  Page  18  of  my  Report  as  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  which  is 
bound  with  this  Report. 

Cerebral  Palsy 

There  is  no  reliable  information  available  regarding  the  number  of 
persons  who  suffer  from  cerebral  pal^.  However,  three  male  adults  are 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Mental  Health  Service,  one  being  employed  in 
the  local  Remploy  factory  and  two  attend  Meadow  Bank  Training  Centre. 

Ten  spastic  children  were  able  to  attend  ordinary  schools; 
one  attended  Coal  Clough  Special  Day  School;  six  the  Brunlea  School  for 
"Physically  Handicapped  and  there  were  two  in  residential  special  schools. 
There  are  no  children  under  five  years  of  age  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Child  Health  Service.  Three  spastic  children  are  on  the  register  of  the 
Special  Care  Unit  of  Westway  School  for  severely  subnormal  childi^n. 

Cervical  Cytology 

The  scheme  continues  to  be  available  free  of  charge  through  the 
Authority’s  services. Smear  testing  is  carried  out  in  the  Pathological 
Laboratory  of  Burnley  General  Hospital. 

Additional  to  the  local  authority  service,  there  are  those  of 
the  local  Family  Planning  Association  and  general  medical  practitioners.

This  field  of  preventive  medicine  is  well  publicised  and  women 
are  advised  to  avail  themselves  of  this  service. 

The  policy  regarding  the  population  screening  for  cancer  of  the 
cervix  is  detailed  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  I8/I6  of  October  I966,

Chronic  Carriers  of  Infection 

For  many  years  a register  has  been  kept  of  persons  known  to  be 
chronic  carriers  of  infection.  Supervision  ensures  that  they  do  not 
engage  in  employment  involving  the  handling  of  foodstuffs,  and  specimens 
of  faeces  for  laboratory  examination  are  obtained  periodically.  The 
register  now  contains  the  name  of  only  one  carrier  of  B, Typhosus, 

Health  Education 

Health  education  continues  on  a basic  level,  with  talks  in  homes, 
child  health  centres,  senior  schools  and  at  meetings  of  various 
organisations.  These  talks  or  illustrated  lectures  are  in  the  main  given 
by  Doctors,  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  Health  Visitors  and  the  Food  Hygiene 
Inspector. 

Organised  lecture  programmes  with  visual  aids  and  tours  of 
observation  are  provided  annually  for  student  nurses  from  the  local 
hospital  group  and  senior  student  nurses  of  Calderstones  HospJ.tal. 
Programmes  are  also  available  for  students  of  Harris  College,  Preston, 
who  are  seconded  for  varying  periods  to  our  Junior  and  Adult  Training 
Centres,  and  trainee  administrators  from  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
are  given  every  facility  in  support  of  their  studies. 

Close  co-operation  with  the  press  ensures  educational  articles 
being  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  public  throu^out  the  year. 

Articles  of  this  type  cover  subjects  such  as  immunisation,  vaccination, 
venereal  diseases,  smoke  control,  mental  health,  smoking  and  lung  cancer, 
personal  hygiene  and  cervical  cytology. 
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Posters,  leaflets,  display  sets  and  visual  aid  material  are 
always  available  for  use. 

A ’’Welcome  to  Citizenship"  evening  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
April.  A small  informative  exhibition  was  organised  by  several  departments 
including  health,  and  those  invited  were  young  people  eligible  for  the 
vote.  There  was  a very  good  attendance  and  great  interest  was  shown. 

There  is  also  a close  co-operation  with  the  North  Bast  Lancashire 
Association  for  Mental  Health  and  other  local  voluntary  bodies  regarding 
the  promotion  of  lectures,  educational  film  shows  and  discussions  on 
matters  affecting  the  mentally  handicapped  and  their  relatives. 

Co-ordination  and  Co-operation  in  Local  Health  Services 

Domiciliary  staffs  of  the  Department  work  closedy  with  the  staffs 
of  the  hospital  service  and  with  general  practitioners, 

\ 

The  mental  welfare  officers  have  excellent  liaison  with  the  staff 
of  Calderstones  Hospital  and  the  Psychiatric  Unit  of  the  Burnley  General 
Hospital,  The  local  hospital  authority  provides  room,  heat  and  light  for 
the  Psychiatric  Social  Club, 

Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses  are  afforded  facilities  to 
visit  the  geriatric  wards  of  the  local  hospital. 

All  general  medical  practitioners  have  been  offered  a 'liaison' 
service  with  Health  Visitors.  A number  of  practices  have  accepted  this  offer 
and  Health  Visitors  visit  surgeries  regularly,  accept  referrals,  and  take 
part  in  discussions. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a member  of  the  Local  Executive 
Committee,  the  Local  Medical  Committee,  the  Victoria  Hospital  House 
Committee,  the  Joint  Planning  Group  set  up  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  and  along  with  the  Non-Medical  Supervisor  of  Midwives,  is  a 
member  of  the  Local  Maternity  Liaison  Committee, 

FSRRVTOBS  PROVIDED  UNDER  THE  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT.  1948 

I am  indebted  to  the  Director  of  Welfare  Services  for  supplying 
the  following  information  on  the  services  which  are  under  his  control. 

Residential  AcnnmmDdation 

Residential  accommodation  is  now  provided  by  the  Council  in  seven 
small  Homes  - "Healey  Grange"  (30  elderly  women):  "Whit6acres"  (31  elderly 
men):  "Gorse  Hill"  (25  elderly  men  and  women):  "Hameldon  House"  (31  elderly 
men  and  women);  "Fir  Grove"  (32  elderly  men  and  women);  Ebor  House 
(45  elderly  men  and  women):  "Noyna"  (l4  elderly  men  and  women);  and  under 
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a joint  user  agreement,  in  part  of  the  former  Poor  Law  Institution, 
"Moorfields",  (56  elderly  men  and  women).  In  addition,  28  residents 
are  accommodated  in  other  Homes  belonging  to  voluntary  organisations  and 
other  local  authorities. 

The  staff  of  "Ebor  House"  also  provide  assistance  in  an  emergency 
to  the  elderly  occupants  of  the  adjoining  bungalows  and  flats.  To  achieve 
this  object,  a speech  inter- communicating  system  has  been  installed 
connecting  each  bungalow  and  flat  to  "Ebor  House",  For  a small  charge, 
the  occupants  of  the  dwellings  may  also  use  the  laundry  facilities  and 
have  meals  there  if  they  so  desire, 

A number  of  elderly  men  and  women  are  also  brought  to  "Ebor 

House"  on  four  days  a week  for  day  care,.  These  elderly  people  arrive 

at  the  Hostel  after  breakfast  and  return  home  around  tea-time.  This 

provides  a small  but  welcome  relief  for  relatives  who  are  bearing  the 

strain  of  looking  after  elderly  parents  or  relatives, 

* 

"Noyna"  is  a short  stay  residential  Home  where  14  elderly  men 
and  women  can  be  accommodated  for  a short  stay  of  about  two  to  four 
weeks  at  a time, The  main  object  of  the  stay  is  to  allow  the  relatives 
and  friends  of  the  elderly  people  a short  relief  from  the  burden  of 
caring  for  them.  In  the  case  of  those  elderly  persons  who  normally 
live  alone,  the  object  is  to  rehabilitate  them  so  they  continue  to 
live  an  independent  life  in  their  own  homes. 

One  Home  for  aged  persons  is  registered  with  the  local  authority 
under  Section  37  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  being  a voluntary 
home  with  accommodation  for  12  women.

Welfare  Services  for  the  Blind  and  Partially  Sifiiited 

These  are  provided  directly  by  the  Council  and  two  full-time 
Welfare  Officers  are  employed  and  their  duties  include  teaching  blind 
persons  Braille,  Moon,  Handicrafts  and  other  occupatj-ons  in  their  own 
homes,  together  with  social  casework. 


The  Burnley  and  District  Society  for  the  Blind  act  as  agents  for 
the  Council  in  the  provision  of  recreational  and  social  activities. 

Library  facilities  are  provided  through  the  National  Library  for 
the  Blind  and  the  Talking  Book  Library  for  the  Blind. 


At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  numbers  on  the  Registers  were  222 
blind  persons  including  two  children  under  16  years  of  age,  and  95 
partially-sighted  persons. 

Forty  one  persons  were  examined  by  the  Consultant  Surgeon  for  the 
first  time  in  order  to  ascertain  if  they  were  suitable  for  inclusion  in 
the  Register  of  Blind  Persons.  Twenty  eight  were  certified  to  be  blind. 

He  also  re-examined  118  persons  already  on  the  Blind  and  Partially 
Sighted  Registers. 

Welfare  Services  for  the  Deaf  nr  Dumb  and  Hard  of  Hearing 

The  Council  provides  a direct  service  for  the  welfare  af  the  deaf 
or  dumb  and  hard  of  hearing  and  employs  a full-time  Welfare  Officer  for 
„ the  Deaf  whose  duties  consist  of  visiting  the  deaf  or  dumb  and  hard  of 
hearing  in  their  own  homes,  and  giving  advice  and  guidance  to  them  or  their 
relatives.  The  Council  maintain  the  Institute  for  the  Deaf,  Hebrew  Road, 
Burnley,  where  church  services  and  social  events  are  held  for  the  deaf  or 
dumb  and  hard  of  hearing  of  Burnley  and  the  surrounding  County  area. 

The  Registers  contain  37  deaf  persons  with  speech,  including  5 
children;  32  without  speech,  including  8 children,  and  91  persons  hard 
of  hearing,  including  4 children. 
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ffelfare  Services  for  Handicapped  Persons  (.General)  including  aged  and  infirm 

The  Council  employs  ei^t  social  workers,  four  who  are  designated  Welfare 
Officer  and  four  designated  Welfare  Assistant.  Their  duties  consist  briefly  of 
visiting  aged  or  infirm  and  handicapped  persons  in  their  own  homes,  giving 
advice  and  guidance  to  them  or  their  relatives  and,  by  various  means, 
encouraging  these  aged  and  infirm  or  handicapped  persons  to  live  with  their 
disabilities  and  remain  as  independent  as  possible  in  their  own  homes.  On© 
of  the  above  Welfare  Officers  is  now  attending  a two  year  Course  for  the 
Certificate  in  Social  Work  at  Manchester. 

An  occupational  service  is  provided  at  a Work  Centre  which  is  situate 
in  Brunswick  Street.  At  present  this  Centre  caters  for  38  physically 
handicapped  persons  who  attend  on  four  days  per  week  to  carry  out  work  which 
has  been  obtained  from  local  industrialists  and  for  which  the  handicapped 
person  receives  a small  weekly  remuneration.  The  full-time  staff  of  the 
Centre  consists  of  one  Occupational  Officer  with  the  Diploma  in  Occupational 
Therapy  and  two  unqualified  assistant  Occupational  Officers. 

The  welfare  services  also  include  the  provision  of  a vehicle  which  has 
been  specially  adapted  to  convey  physically  handicapped  persons;  adaptations 
at  the  homes  of  handicapped  persons  to  enable  them  to  become  more  independent; 
holidays,  including  the  provision  of  short-stay  residential  accommodation. 

Social  and  recreational  activities  for  the  handicapped  are  provided 
through  the  Burnley  Branch  of  the  Inskip  League  of  Friendship  for  Disabled 
Persons  and  the  Women’s  Royal  Volimtary  Service. 

The  Register  of  handicapped  persons  (General)  totals  519  and  this  figure 
includes  25  children  under  the  age  of  16  years. 

Daily  Social  Centres  for  Old  Persons 

The  Council  has  erected  eight  small  Social  Centres  for  old  persons 
which  are  open  daily  for  the  recreational  use  of  old  people. 

Weekly  Clubs  for  the  Elderly 

The  Women's  Royal  Volimtahy  Service,  the  Rosehill  Townswomen’s  Guild, 
the  I^tenhill  Townswomen’s  Guild,  the  Brunshaw 'Pensioners’  Fellowship  and 
the  Salvation  Army  provide  one  day  a week  clubs  for  old  people  in  various 
parts  of  the  town. 

The  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service  operates  a Luncheon  Club  for 
elderly  persons  on  one  day  a week  at  the  Lane  Bridge  Social  Centre, 
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Sheltered  Housing  Schemes 

Sheltered  housing  is  the  establishment  of  groups  of  bungalows 
and  flats  for  old  people  with  certain  communal  welfare  facilities  provided 
within  the  Group*  The  establishment  of  such  groups  enable  the  old  people 
in  the  groups  to  maintain  their  independence  longer, 

' A ¥arden  is  appointed  and  resides  in  a dwellin^ouse  adjacent  to  the 
Group,  Her  role  is  to  allow  the  tenants  to  have  the  maximum  amount  of 
independence,  but  at  the  same  time  to  have  some  security  and  support. 

The  residents  of  the  bungalows  and  flats  are  linked  to  the  Warden’s 
house  by  a speech  intercommunicating  system. 

There  is  at  present  one  sheltered  housing  scheme  in  operation  in 
Burnley  and  two  further  schemes  are  planned  for  1970, 

Meal s-on- Wheels  Service 

The  Welfare  Services  Department  assists  the  Burnley  Sick  Poor  Fund 
Charity  in  the  administration  of  a "meals-on-wheels"  service  to 
elderly  people. 

The  meals  are  produced  by  the  Education  Department  at  their  Harold 
Street  Canteen  and  delivered  to  the  recipients  in  two  vans,  one  belonging 
to  the  W,  R.V,  S,  and  the  other  to  the  Burnley  Sick  Poor  Fund  Charity, 

The  number  of  persons  receiving  meals  is  137,  Each  person  receives 
five  meals  per  fortnight.  The  charge  to  the  recipient  is  l/9d«  per  meal. 

It  is  hoped,  in  the  near  future,  to  obtain  three  further  vans  to 
make  possible  a further  expansion  of  this  service. 
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SECTION  IX 


MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  services  provided  under  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959 i are 
comprehensive  and  include  one  Hostel  with  accommodation  for  both  sexes 
to  a maximum  of  16  residents;  one  Adult  Training  Centre  catering  for  males 
and  females  of  all  categories;  a Junior  Training  Centre  incorporating  a 
Nursery  Class  for  children  under  5 years  of  age,  and  a Special  Unit  for 
severely  subnormal  children  with  special  difficulties. 

« 

These  units  are  most  successful  as  evidenced  in  the  following 
paragraphs.  This  is  due  to  the  enthusiasm  of  the  staffs  concerned  and 
to  the  help  and  co-operation,  given  by  local  industrialists. 

Vest wav  School 

Progress  is  maintained  by  means  of  an  organised  curriculum  which 
provides  domestic  and  vocational  training  for  the  older  child.  A 
Special  Unit  exists  for  the  care  of  the  severely  subnormal  child  with 
physical  handicaps  or  behaviour  problems. 

Five  of  the  children  in  the  main  school  were  transferred  to  Meadow 
Bank  Training  Centre,  one  child  was  admitted  to  a Residential  School, 
three  children  were  admitted  to  hospital  permanently  and  two  children  died. 
Twenty  nine  children  remained  on  the  register  of  the  School  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  Supervisor  and  an  Assistant 
Supervisor  successfully  completed  a one-year  teacher's  qualifying 
course  at  the  Harris  College,  Preston,  and  in  September  1969  two  more 
of  the  staff  were  seconded  to  similar  courses  of  academic  training. 

Good  liaison  continues  with  the  local  branch  of  the  National 
Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children. 

Meadow  Bank 'Training  Cantr^ 

After  many  years  of  waiting,  a new  purpose-built  Adult  Training 
Centre  was  opened  on  the  13th  January  1969,  providing  every  facility 
for  the  trainees  in  Parkside  Centre  and  the  Intermediate  Centre.  The  new 
Centre  is  called  Meadow  Bank  Adult  Training  Centre,  and  has  one  hundred 
and  twenty  places.  Of  these  places,  ten  are  made  available  to  the  Vest 
Riding  County  Council  for  their  trainees. 
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Contract  work  is  available  and  the  various  commercial  firms  are 
quite  satisfied  with  the  work  carried  out  in  the  Centre  on  their  behalf, 

A steady  sale  of  our  own  manufactured  products  has  been  maintained. 

Trainees  continue  to  make  progress  and  seventeen  were  found  jobs 
in  open  industry  during  the  year.  This  continues  to  be  most  encouraging. 

Forty  two  admissions  were  made  during  the  year  and  thirty  two 
left  the  Centre,  including  those  progressing  into  open  industry.  At  the 
end  of  the  year,  the  register  contained  the  names  of  one  hundred  and  two 
trainees. 

The  SocialGlub  meets  on  the  third  Monday  of  each  month,  and  has 
a membership  of  some  50  to  60  trainees.  The  variety  of  entertainments 
and  activities  organised  are  very  appreciated, 

Thornlejgh  Hostel 

This  sixteen-bedded  Hostel  successfully  serves  as  a half-way 
house  between  Hospital  and  community  care. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  whole  sixteen  beds  were  occupied. 
Twenty  three  new  admissions  were  made  and  twenty  three  were  discharged. 

Of  those  discharged,  eight  were  re-admitted  to  hospital, 

Burnley  General  Hospital 

Excellent  liaison  continues  between  the  Consultant,  Registrars, 
and  Nursing  Staff  and  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers. 

The  staff  of  the  Psychiatric  Unit  also  co-operates  well  with  our 
domiciliary  staff. 

The  bed  state  for  acute  psychotic  cases  holds  no  problems,  and 
the  geriatric  situation  is  assisted  by  the  Day  Centre. 

The  Hospital  Workshop  has  twelve  Burnley  patients  under 
instruction. 

The  Psychiatric  Social  Club,  in  its  thirteenth  year,  continues  to 
flourish  each  Friday  evening  and  has  an  average  attendance  of  45  to  50.

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AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  fleet  is  radio-telephone  controlled  and  consists  of  five 
ambulances,  two  dual-purpose  vehicles  and  two  sitting  case  cars.  The 
personnel  consists  of  the  Ambulance  Officer,  four  Station  Officers  and 
twenty  three  driver/attendant s. 

Satisfactory  co-operative  working  arrangements  continue  with  the 
Ambulances; Service  of  No .6  Health  Division  of  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  in  respect  of  long  distance  journeys,  thereby  avoiding  unnecessary 
duplication.  In  addition,  there  is  complete  liaison  in  dealing  with 
emergency  calls  in  adjacent  County  areas,  particularly  those  areas,  that 
are  served  more  quickly  by  the  Burnley  A^ibulance  Service, 

The  work  continues  to  increase  as  is  evidenced  by  the  statistics 
below,  and  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  32,54^  of  the  total  mileage  run 
was  in  respect  of  675  journeys  made  to  hospitals  and  clinics -in  other  towns. 

The  accommodation  provided  in  the  Old  Artillery  Barracks  buildings 
was  upgraded  during  the  year,  and  is  now  reasonably  satisfactory.  It  is 
hoped  that  a purpose-built  Ambulance  Station  will  be  provided  in  the  near 
future  and  sited  as  centrally  as  possible.

This  was  due  to 
the  excessive  cost  of  converting  the  plant  to  comply  with  the  smoke 
control  regulations.  All  refuse  is  now  disposed  of  at  the  Heasandford  tip, 
but  of  course  a new  incineration  plant  is  planned  for  building  in  the 
present  Five  Year  Capital  Programme.

There  are  only  three  cottages  and  one  farm  within  the  Borough  not 
connected  to  the  sewerage  system.  The  remaining  premises  are  drained  to 
three  treatment  works  which  are  coping  adequately  with  the  town  effluent. 

A phased  programme  of  improvements  continues  at  Woodend  and 
Ihickpits  sewage  disposal  plants. 

The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  despite  objections, 
has  decided  to  set  up  the  MidGalder  and  Hyndbum  Joint  Sewerage  Board 
incorporating  Burnley  County  Borough,  Burnley  Rural  District,  Padiham, 
Clayton-le-Moors,  Great  Harwood,  Rishton,  Church,  Oswaldtwistle  and 
Accrington.  This  Board  will  take  over  the  Burnley  sewage  disposal  plants 
along  with  others,  and  will  come  into  operation  on  1st  April  1970.

'Public  Health  Inspection  "

The  public  health  inspectorate  comprises  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  his  deputy;  a food  hygiene  inspector;  4 district  inspectors; 
2 inspectors  who  share  duties  connected  with  smokfe  control  and  the 
inspection  of  offices  and  shops;  a technical  assistant,  2 pupils  and 
2 meat  inspectors. 

Offices  and  Shoos 

One  inspector  was  employed  full-time  in  connection  with  duties 
under  the  Act  duilng  the  first  seven  months  of  the  year,  but  from 
September  to  the  end  of  the  year  he  had  to  spend  a considerable  amount 
of  his  time  oh  smoke  control  duties  following  the  confirmation  of  the 
No. 11  order.  The  food  hygiene  and  district  inspectors  continued  to  inspect 
those  food  premises  which  are  also  registered  under  the  Act,  There  were 
1080  visits  to  preuises  covered  by  the  Act  compared  with  1415  the  previous 
year. 


Although  many  new  occupiers  of  premises  to  which  the  Act  supplies 
are  still  failing  to  comply  with  the  statutory'  requirement  to  register  with 
the  local  authority,  it  is  felt  that  the  majority  of  these  are  found  by  the 
public  health  inspectorate  and  compliance  with  the  act  and  associated 
regulations  secured, 

i 

Contraventions  usually  concern  inadequate  first-aid  equipment, 
absence  of  handrails  to  staircases,  lack  of  cleanliness  and  inadequate 
sanitary  and  heating  facilities.  Generally,  occupiers  co-operate  in 
putting  these  matters  right,  but  proceedings  had  to  be  taken  In  one  case 
wheie  several  notices  regarding  contraventions  were  ignored.  Fines 
toiialling  £17  and  a daily  penalty  were  imposed,  together  with  costs  of 
4 guineas.  The  result  of  this  was  the  voluntary  closure  of  the  premises 
by  the  occupier, 

A total  of  18  accidents  were  reported  during  the  year.  All  were 
non-fat'^ rand'  'nonev^as.of  a very •, serious  nature.  Most  involved  lacerations 
and  bruises  due  to  slipping  or  from  falling  objects  and  2 were  lacerations 
caused  by  meat  slicing  machines.  Two  accidents  occurred  which  could  have  had 
more  serious  consequences,  A youth  caught  his  hand  in  a goods  conveyor  and 
was  fortunate  to  receive  only  minor  injuries.  The  conveyor  was  not 
adequately  guarded  and  the  firm  were  cautioned  and  required  to  improve 
safety-  arrangements.  One  accident  occurred  which  could  have  resulted  in 
serious  injury.  An  employee  was  ’riding’  in  a container  whilstit  was  being 
lifted  by  a fork-lift  truck.  The  container  fell  from  the.  truck,  trapping 
the  employee  between  the  container  and  floor  causing  severe  lacerations. 

This  kind  of  use  of  a fork-lift  truck  is  very  dangerous  and  is,  of  course, 
contrary  to  the  instructions  of  his  employers. 
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Dpreliction 

In  my  report  for  1968  I drew  attention  to  the  problems  arising 
from  the  relatively  large  number  of  vacant  and  derelict  houses  within 
the  Borough  and  the  underlying  reasons  for  this  state  of  affairs.Althou^ 
the  Council’s  policy  of  acquiring  and  sealing-off  these  properties  is  now 
working  well,  there  is  no  sign  of  any  change  in  the  trend  towards  the 
deterioration  of  the  older  parts  of  the  town.  The  problem  of  rehousing 
families  from  clearance  areas  quickly  has  not  been  solved,  and  the  period 
of  time  from  the  representation  of  an  area  to  the  Council,  and  the  eventusil 
demolition  of  the  houses  is  still  far  too  long.  Appalling  conditions  arising 
from  dereliction  and  vandalism  have  occurred  in  both  the  Healey  Wood  and 
Stoneyholme  areas  following  the  Inclusion  of  the  houses  in  clearance  areas. 

Offensive  Trades 

There  are  eight  offensive  trade  premises  within  the  Borou^  and 
these  are  all  registered  and  inspected  regularly.  The  eight  are  comprised  of 
five  marine  stores,  one  gut  scraper,  one  tallow  melter,  and  one  fellmonger. 
These  premises  are  generally  well  conducted  and  do  not  give  rise  to  much 
nuisance. 

Conversion  of  Waste  Water  Closets 

The  conversion  of  waste  water  closets  continues,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  7606  were  in  use,  a reduction  of  1118  compared  with  the  previous 
year.  The  number  of  applications  for  grant  towards  the  conversion  of  waste 
water  closets  to  clean  water  closets,  received  during  the  year,  was  539 i 
a reduction  of  119  compared  with  1968, 

Other  factors  influencing  the  numbers  of  the  two  types  of  closets 
are  the  construction  of  new  houses,  the  installation  of  clean  water  closets 
by  means  of  a 'standard  grant’  and  the  demolition  of  unfit  houses  under 
the  Housing  Act, 

Noise  nuisances 

The  department  continued  to  receive  complaints  from  householders 
in  respect  of  noise  nuisances  from  industrial  premises.  One  complaint  of 
noise  from  an  oil-fired  kiln  is  proving  most  difficult  to  deal  with,  and 
the  Council  agreed  to  employ  a firm  of  consultants  to  advise  them  as  to  ‘ 
the  practicability  of  remedial  measures,  A complaint  was  received  from  a 
householder  of  noise  from  a neighbour’s  oil-fired  central  heating  boiler, 
this  was  investigated  by  the  district  public  health  inspector  who  found 
that  the  trouble  was  due  to  a design  fault  which  had  been  rectified  on 
subsequent  models.  The  offending  boiler  was  modified  and  the  nuisance  was 
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abated,  ¥hat  had  previously  proved  to  be  a most  intractable  problem  in 
connection  with  the  emission  of  noise  from  high  speed  textile  machinery 
was  solved  during  the  ye^.  The  machines  had  previously  been  sepajrately 
ventilated  to  the  external  air  by  means  of  a metal  ducting.Althou^ 
each  duct  was  fitted  with  a silencer  the  noise  emission  was  considerable. 
The  remedy  proved  to  be  the  grouping  together  of  all  the  ducts  and  their 
discharge  into  a common  ventilator  shaft  which  terminates  some  40  feet 
or  so  above  ground  level.  The  main  noise  source  is  now  sufficiently 
remote  to  reduce  the  noise  intensity  to  a tolerable  level. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Act  1Q50 

Routine  visits  were  carried  out  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
duties  under  the  above  act.  These  were  mainly  concerning  the  movement  of 
pigs  into  and  out  of  the  borough.  There  were  no  cases  of  swine  fever, 
fowl  pest,  anthrax  or  foot  and  mouth  disease  reported  during  the  year. 

Diseases  of  Animals  f¥aste  Food)  Order  1957 

This  Order  requires  persons  utilising  kitchen  waste  and  other 
waste  foods  for  animal  feeding  purposes  to  adequately  sterilise  the  food 
in  approved  and  licensed  plant  before  bringing  it  into  contact  with 
livestock.  This  is  to  obviate  the  risk  of  the  transmission  of  animal 
diseases.  Regular  supervision  by  the  Department *s  officers  is  essential 
in  order  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Order, 

Pet  Animals  Act  1951 

This  Act  provides  for  the  supervision  and  licensing  by  the  local 
authority  of  all  persons  carrying  oil  the  business  of  dealer  in  pet 
animals. 

Seven  persons  were  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act, 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act  1963 

One  licence  was  granted  following  a satisfactory  report  by  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Riding  Establishments  Act  1964. 

This  Act  requires  all  persons  hiring  out  horses  to  be  licensed. 
There  was  one  application  for  a licence  during  the  year .The  licence  was 
granted  following  the  receipt  of  a satisfactory  report  as  to  the  condition 
of  the  premises  by  the  veterinary  surgeon  appointed  by  the  Council  for 
this  purpose. 
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Housing 


The  inspection  and  representation  of  premises  included  in  the 
Council's  current  slum  clearance  programme  was  virtually  completed 
during  the  year,  only  4 houses  in  Padiham  Road  and  4 houses  in  Delph 
Square  remaining  of  those  listed.  However,  the  Council  agreed  to  add 
a further  350  houses,  which  are  now  known  to  be  unfit,  to  the  original 
programme,  but  have  not  yet  specified  the  period  during  which  they  must 
be  represented. 

Three  families  were  removed  from  clearance  areas  to  Corporation 
houses  by  the  Health  Department  staff  after  inspection  of  the  premises 
had  revealed  evidence  of  vermin.  The  tenants  effects  were  treated  by  an 
insecticide  in  each  case. 

There  are  2 common  lodging  houses  within  the  Borough  comprising 
a total  of  96  beds.  These  are  inspected  at  regular  intervals  and  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained. 

There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  town  and  isolated 
cases  of  the  use  of  caravans  have  been  dealt  with  by  requiring  their 
removal  from  the  site. 

Four  hundred  and  fifty  three  applications  for  grant  were  received 
in  respect  of  the  provision  of  standard  amenities  in  houses.  As  in 
previous  years  the  great  majority  of  the  applications  came  from  owner/ 
occupiers.  Landlords  of  tenanted  houses  continue  to  make  little  use  of 
the  grant  facilities.

Smoke  Control 

The  implementation  of  the  Council’s  smoke  control  programme  continued 
during  I969.  The  Burnley  No ,11  Smoke  Control  Order  was  made  in  May  and  was 
confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  September, 

The  area  covered  by  the  Order  includes  some  736  acres  and  4909  premises. 

The  Burnley  No. 10  Order,  became  operational  on  the  1st  August, 

The  No. 11  Order  includes  premises  in  the  Burnley  Lane  and  Lane  Head 
areas  of  the  town  in  the  maim,  and  will  be  operative  on  the  1st  September 
1970,  This  leaves  only  the  Stoneyholme,  Daneshouse  and  Queensgate  areas 
to  be  dealt  with  in  order  to  complete  the  Council's  progrmnyne. 
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i. 


The  benefits  of  smoke  control  are  now  very  apparent  and  the 
difference  in  visible  pollution  between  the  southern  and  central  parts 
of  the  town  which  are  subject  to  operative  smoke  control  orders  and  the 
northern  part  which  is  not,  is  remarkable.  The  reduction  in  the  dirt  in  the 
air  has  already  led  to  an  increased  enthusiasm  for  the  cleaning  and  painting 
of  buildings,  resulting  in  a brighter  environment  as  the  town  slowly  loses 
the  grime  of  a centhry  or  more.  The  daily  readings  of  smoke  and  sulphur 
dioxide  in  the  atmosphere  taken  at  three  stations  in  the  town  show  that  the 
improvement  in  conditions  referred  to  in  my  report  for  I968  has  been 
maintained .Taking  the  period  I963  to  19^9  the  appropriate  figures  are 
as  followst-

Prevention  of  Damage  bv  Pests  Act  1949 

The  Department  continued  to  operate  a rodent  control  service, 
enabling  occupiers  of  premises  infested  with  rats  or  mice  to  eradicate 
the  infestation  and  thus  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  above  Act. 
Though  many  larger  premises  are  served  by  specialist  vermin  eradication 
companies,  the  local  authority  service  appears  to  carry  out  the  bulk  of 
this  type  of  work  within  the  Borough. 

Four  Rodent  Operatives/Disinfectors  are  used  in  the  service  which 
is  supervised  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  Food  Hygiene 
Inspector.

The  house  mouse  again  proved  most  difficult  to  eradicate,  especially 
as  great  dependence  was  placed  on  alpha-chlorolose  which  is  a narcotic 
drug  involving  the  reduction  of  body  heat  (Hypothermia)  in  killing  the 
sleeping  mouse.  If  the  ambient  temperature  is  over  68°F  (20°C)  the  mouse 
is  kept  warm  enough  for  it  to  combat  the  loss  of  body  heat  and  it  may 
recover.  During  the  summer  months  the  ambient  temperature  was  often 
over  68°P  (20°C)  and  this  reduced  the  efficiency  of  kill,  and  meant  increased 
visits  and  in  many  cases  the  use"  of  a direct  poison,  such  as  zinc  phosphide, 
which  is  efficient  but  more  toxic  to  humans  than  alpha-chlorolose. 

The  experiment  of  using  alpha-chlorolose  against  the  common  rat 
as  reported  last  year  was  found  to  be  excessively  expensive,  and  not 
entirely  satisfactory  and  will  not  be  pursued. 

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 

No  calls  were  made  upon  the  full  facilities  provided  for  disinfection 
of  infectious  articles  other  than  the  routine  weekly  disinfection  of 
incontinent  laundry  and  a number  of  libraiy  books  carried  out  by  the 
Rodent  Operative/Disinfectors  at  the  Disinfecting  Centre,

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The  unusually  warm  summer  brought  a notable  upsurge  in  the  number  of 
complaints  of  fleas, The  problem  with  thispernicious  type  of  insect  is  that 
it  will  readily  transfer  itself  from  host  to  host  in  any  type  of  mixed 
company  and  the  biggest  problems  arose  in  schools  and  places  of  entertainment 
such  as  bingo  halls,  etc.  The  careful  use  of  DDT  powder  in  schools,  and  the 
application  of  liquid  powder  and  gaseous  insecticides  to  other  infested 
premises  assisted  to  some  degree.  The  nujiiber  of  complaints  and  the  treatments 
carried  out  are  witness  that  given  the  correct  environment  and  the  assistance 
of  a neglectful  section  of  the  community,  this  type  of  vermin  will,  spread 
w ith  amazing  rapidity.  Many  households  were  irlfested  and  the  Department 
decided  to  waive  payment  for  materials  and  time  in  many  cases  to  ensure  that 
all  classes  of  the  community  would  receive  the  correct  type  of  treatment. 

It  is  sad  to  have  to  report  such  a general  infestation  throughout  the  town 
and  it  serves  to  reinforce  the  belief  that  all  housee  should  have  proper 
bathing  facilities  to  assist  in  combating  the  root  cause  of  this  type  of 
infestation,  which  is  a lack  of personal  hygiene.

In  two  instances  only  was  it  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
under  the  Regulations, one  for  using  a dwellin^ouse  as  food  business 
premises  with  unsatisfactory  conditions, 'which  resulted  in  fines  of  £50, 
and  one  against  the  occupier  of  a meat  processsing  factory  for  unsatis- 
factory conditions  which  will  be  heard  in  1970. 

The  most  worrying  feature  duringthe  year  has  been  an  extension  of  a 
problem  mentioned  last  year  where,  due  to  staffing  problems,  cleanliness 
or  basic  hygiene  is  sometimes  neglected  in  order  to  meet  output  demands. 
Whilst  the  problems  involved  are  appreciated,  the  effects  of  these  policies 
cannot  be  tolerated  and  prosecutions  will  be  taken  against  persistent 
offenders. 
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A nuinbGr  of  informal  warnings  hav©  bssn  issusd  to  food  traders 
regarding  the  state  of  their  premises,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  these 
warnings  will  be  sufficient  to  ensxire  compliance  with  the  law. 

Fi?.od  H.Y^ene  (Karicets..  Stalls  & Delivery  Vehicle©)  Regulations  1Q66  (as  amended) 

The  completion  of  the  new  Market  Hall  and  the  transfer  of  food 
stalls  from  the  temporary  hall,  the  advent  of  open  market  food  traders, 
for  the  first  time  inthis  town,  having  permanent  stalls  in  the  new  hall; 
involved  many  visits  and  interviews.  The  new  food  business  stalls,  tiled 
or  painted,  many  with  terrazo  floors,  and  all  with  sink  and  basin,  are  a 
vast  improvement  upon  the  stalls  of  the  temporary  market  hall  and  the 
wooden  frame,  stalls  of  the  former  open  market. 

In  one  case  only  was  it  necessary  to  institute  legal  action  under 
these  Regulations.  This  was  against  a person  using  a mobile  stall  for  the 
sale  of  soft  ice  cream.  Four  contraventions  were  cited  and  fines  of  £10 
were  imposed. 

The  inspection  of  mobile  stalls  and  delivery  vehicles  is  not  an 
easy  operation  asmany  of  these  are  used  out  of  town  or  are  on  the  move 
when  an  Inspector  sees  them,  and  may  often  be  lost  in  traffic. There  was 
quite  a hectic  chase  before  the  mobile  stall  which  was  involved  in  the 
prosecution  mentioned  above  could  be  inspected.

The  screening  of  school  meal  workers  after  any  reported  case  of 
gastro-enteritis  continued  during  the  year.  Six  cases  being  involved. 

Investigation  of  a reported  case  of  Brucellosis  showed  conclusively 
that  this  disease,  ^read  by  untreated  milk,  is  most  debilitating  and 
underlined  the  need  to  take  immediate  and  positive  action  to  eradicate 
the  causative  organism  from  the  milk  herds  of  the  country  or  to  ensure 
that  all  milk  is  heat  treated. 

Meat  inspection 

The  F.M.C,  (Meat)  Ltd,,  continued  to  occupy  and  operate  the  public 
abattoirs  which  is  the  only  slaughterhouse  in  Idle  Borou^, 

All  animals  slau^tered  received  100^  inspection  and  were  properly 
stajoped  as  required  by  the  Meat  Regulations  1965- 

Inspections  were  made  to  ensure  the  slau^terhouse  premises  coii5)lied 
with  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  R egulations  1958,  (as  amended)  and  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  o f Cruelty)  Regulations  1958,

The  Meat  (Sterilization)  Regulations  1969  became  operative  on  the 
1st  November  and  from  that  date  all  meat  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption  at  a slaughterhouse,  all  knacker  meat  and  meat  imported  other- 
wise than  for  human  consumption  must  be  sterilized  before  entering  the  chain 
of  distribution.  An  exception  is  made  for  meat  taken  in  locked  containers  to 
zoos  and  certain  animal  and  fish  rearing  farms. 

These  Regulations  are  met  by  arrangements  with  a local  by-products 
factory  to  collect  all  meat  and  offal  condemned  at  the  slaughterhouse 
and  to  sterilize  it  at  his  factory  by  converting  it  to  fat,  oils  and  bone 
meal. 


No  lesions  of  tuberculosis  were  found  in  any  parts  of  animals 
slaughtered  or  otherwise  inspected.

Milk  Supplies 

All  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  must  be  of  one  of  the  permitted 
designations,  i,e.  Untreated,  Pasteurised, Sterilised  or  Ultra  Heat 
Treated  (U,H,T,),  All  these,  except  untreated  milk,  are  heat  treated 
to  ensure  the  removal  of  harmful  bacteria. 
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Many  people  buy  Homogenised  milk  thinking  that  it  is  extra  safe. 
This  is  not  so,  as  homogenisation  merely  breaks  up  the  fat  globules  of 
the  milk  ostensibly  to  make  it  more  digestible. 

Untreated  milk  continued  to  be  sampled  to  check  for  the  presence 
of  Brucella  Abortus  bacteria  which  cahses  Brucellosis,  Following 
repeated  recurrences  of  ’positive'  tests  one  local  dairy  farmer  removed 
all  of  his  herd,  many  of  which  were  infected;  completely  disinfected 
his  cowhouses  and  dairy  rooms  and  restocked  with  new  animals  which  were 
attested  Brucella  free. 

In  every  instance  where  a milk  ring  test  is  reported  positive 
or  equivocal,  the  producer  of  the  milk  is  informed  and  encouraged  to 
submit  individual  samples  of  milk  from  each  cow  for  bacteriological 
examination.  In  this  way  all  the  milk  producing  cows  of  the  herd  are 
checked  whilst  the  initial  bulk  sample  is  undergoing  culture.  This 
method  ensures  speedy  removal  from  the  herd  of  suspect  animals  and  in 
many  cases  removes  the  need  to  serve  "heat  treatment"  notices  on  the 
producer  if  the  bulk  sample  is  reported  positive,  i,e,  containing 
brucella  abortus  bacteria. 

No  notices  were  served  under  Section  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(Geii®i*al)  Regulations  1959.

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During  the  year  the  Sausage  and  Other  Meat  Products  Regulations 
1967,  the  Canned  Meat  Products  Regulations  I967  and  the  Solvents  in 
Food  Regulations  1967  all  became  operative. 

Perhaps  the  most  noteworthy  event  occurred  in  October  when  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture , Fisheries  and  Pood  decided  (on  evidence 
produced  in  America)  to  ban  food  and  drink  containing  cyclamates  from 
1st  January  1970,  No  immediate  withdrawal  was  required  but  the  general 
public  left  products  known  or  suspected  to  contain  cyclamates  to  lie 
on  the  shelves.  Only  the  brave  took  advantage  of  the  cheap  offers. 

In  the  main,  sweetening  preparations  and  low  calorie  soft  drinks  and 
cordials  were  the  only  foods  affected.  Prom  fourteen  samples  of  this 
type  of  food  only  three  contained  cyclamates.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I present  to  youmy  Report  on  the  School 
Health  Service  for  the  year  1969. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  a full  complement  of  medical  and 
dental  staff  throughout  the  year,.  Mr, J. Brooks,  Senior  Dental  Officer, 
took  up  his  appointment  in  February,  Our  DentalAuxiliary  has  continued 
to  give  demonstrations  on  dental  hygiene  in  the  schools.  All  anaesthetics 
are  administered  by  a Consultant  Anaesthetist  and  the  Orthodontist  attends 
monthly.  The  Department  was  inspected  by  a Dental  Inspector  from  the 
Department  of  Education  and  Science  during  the  year  and  he  recommended 
the  appointment  of  a third  full-time  dental  officer. 

During  the  year  Dr.  I.  Logan  completed  a course  for  Ascertainment 
of  Handicapped  Pupils.  The  Regional  Hospital  Board  has  not  found  a 
replacement  for  Dr.  H.  C,  Palin,  Orthopaedic  Consultant,  who  has  attended 
the  School  Clinic  and  retired  from  his  post  in  January,  Children  requiring 
orthopaedic  treatment  at  present  attend  the  Victoria  Hospital. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  during  the 

year. 


There  were  7 deaths  of  children  of  school  age.  Five  of  these  were 
due  to  accidents,  3 of  them  being  road  accidents. 

Children  received  "booster"  doses  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and 
Poliomyelitis  and  most  of  these  were  given  in  schools.  These  figures 
are  considerably  higher  than  in  the  previous  year.  Measles  vaccine  is 
available  to  all  children.  The  response  to  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  school 
children  which  started  in  1954  has  been  excellent,  and  for  the  first  time 
the  vaccination  has  been  extended  to  12  year  old  children. 
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Thursby  Children’s  Convalescent  Home,  St,  Annes-on-Sea,  opened  on 
the  l6th  January  19^9,  after  the  Christmas  vacation  and  stayed  open 
throughout  the  year.  In  addition  to  the  225  children  who  were  admitted 
for  convalescence,  11  children  were  referred  from  theChildren' s 
Department,  23  mentally  handicapped  children  were  admitted  for  'short 
term’  care  and  47  children  were  referred  from  Lancashire  County  Council. 

During  the  year  flea  infestation  caused  concern  in  several  schools 
and  infested  heads  were  all  too  common.  Forty  eight  children  had  treatment 
for  scabies  infection.  In  future,  parents  will  be  supplied  with  advisory 
pamphlets  on  treatment  for  nits,  scabies  and  fleas  when  they  are  being 
notified  to  attend  for  their  child's  medical  inspection. 

Health  education  continues  to  increase,  mainly  as  a result  of 
requests  from  Head  Teachers.  Our  health  visitors  cope  with  this  extra 
work  which  is  time  consuming,  and  we  are  fast  approaching  the  time  when 
the  appointment  of  a Health  Education  Officer  will  be  necessary. 

During  19^9  there  was  an  interim  period  of  two  months  between  the 
retirement  of  Mrs.  K.  Hayward,  our  Educational  "Psychologist,  and  the 
commencement  of  Mir,  R.C.Tweed's  appointment.  Prom  1st  August,  however, 
the  Clinic  has  been  operating  with  one  full-time  Psychologist  and  one 
full-time  Trainee  Social  Worker, 

Until  November  1969  there  was  one  part-time  peripatetic  teacher  of 
the  deaf.  In  November  another  part-time  teacher  was  appointed.  The 
teachers  see  children  at  the  Clinic  and  in  the  schools  and  also  visit 
homes  of  children  of  pre-school  age. 

Hearing  tests  are  carried  out  in  school  on  all  6 year  old  infants 
as  a routine. 

Vision  is  tested  in  school  children  at  each  year  in  the  infants 
school,  at  10  years  old  in  the  Junior  Schools  and  at  12  and  14  years  in 
theSenior  Schools,  and  at  other  times  should  a visual  defect  be  suspected. 
Close  co-operation  is  maintained  between  the  School  Health  Service  and  the 
locad  Hospital  Specialist  Services. 

During  the  year,  provision  for  new  School  Clinic  facilities  in  a 
Health  Centre  was  agreed  for  inclusion  in  the  town's  Development  Plan, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  within  two  years  it  will  be  a ideality. 
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I must  record  my  appreciation  of  the  interest  and  encouragement 
of  the  members  of  the  appropriate  Committees,  and  of  the  co-operation  of 
the  Director  of  Education,  his  Deputy  and  Head  Teachers, 

May  I also  make  grateful  reference  to  the  loyalty  of  all  the 
members  of  my  staff,  who  have  worked  so  zealously  and  efficiently  during 
the  year.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


School  Clinic 

All  clinics  of  theSchool  Health  Service  with  the  exception 
of  the  centre  for  bathing  of  verminous  children  and  those  suffering 
from  scabies,  are  centralised  in  the  Elizabeth  Street  premises. 

The  school  clinic  was  open  on  253  days  and  the  number  of 
attendances  made  to  the  various  clinics  was  16,841  which  is  an 
increase  of  1007  on  the  previous  year. 

Clinics  - General 

Medical  inspection  in  schools  - approximately  ten  sessions 
each  week. 

General  Ailments  - daily. 

Dental  Treatment  - daily. 

Minor  Ailment  Treatment  - daily. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 

poliomyelitis,  and  vaccination  against  smallpox  - one 
session  each  week. 

Immunisations  and  vaccinations  are  also  carried  out  in 
Schools, 

Enuresis  treatment  - approximately  at  fortnightly  intervals. 
Orthoptic  treatment  - approximately  six  sessions  each  week. 
Physiotherapy,  etc,  - one  session  each  week  (ceased  in  July), 

Child  psychological  service  -daily, „ 

Speech  therapy  - daily, 

B.C.G,  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  - sessions  as  required.

Children  referred  to  the  Eax,  Nose  and  Throat  Specialist  are 
seen  at  his  Out-Patient  Clinic  held  in  the  Burnley  General  Hospital, 

Clinics  for  eye  defects  and  paediatrics  are  held  in  theSchool 
Clinic  premises  and  are  attended  by  hospital  Specialists, 

The  Orthoptic  service  is  a joint  one  and  provides  for  the  school 
children  of  Burnley  and  Nelson,  and  also  for  the  Ophthalmic  Department 
of  the  Burnley  Victoria  Hospital,  The  present  service  is  however  limited 
because  it  has  not  been  possible  to  recruit  a second  Orthoptist, 

There  is  complete  co-ordination  in  regard  to  services  provided 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  Information  is  made  available 
for  the  use  of  the  Youth  Employment  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour, 
Bi-annual  joint  meetings  are  held  between  officers  of  the  Education, 
Health,  Welfare  and  Youth  Employment  Service,  plus  the  Disablement 
Resettlement  Officer  and  the  Consultant  Paediatrician,  to  discuss  the 
employment  prospects  of  Special  School  leavers.  These  children  are 
further  discussed  at  subsequent  meetings. 

Excellent  co-operation  continues  with  the  officers  of  the 
Education  Authority  and  the  Head  Teachers  and  staffs  of  the  schools. 

Information  and  advice  is  freely  given  and  accepted  between 
general  practitioners,  hospital  staffs  and  the  School  Medical  Officers 
in  respect  of  all  the  children  receiving  the  facilities  afforded  by  the 
School  Health  Service, 


MEDICAL  INSPECTION  IN  SCHOOLS 

Each  school  was  visited  by  a Medical  Officer  during  the  year 
and  the  number  of  pupils  examined  was  9450,  This  figure  is  made  up  of 
5946  routine  medical  inspections  and  1504  special  examinations  and 
re-examinations  of  children  suffering  from  defects  or  diseases.  This 
total  figure  is  292  less  than  the  number  inspected  in  1968, 

Children  are  examined  by  a Medical  Officer  at  least  three  times 
during  their  school  life,  that  is,  as  ’Entrants’;  at  approximately  10 
years  of  age,  and  as  ’Leavers’,  The  number  examined  in  each  category 
was  2326,  776  and  844  respectively. 

In  the  ten  NurserySchools,  children  are  constantly  supervised 
and  239  received  a full  medical  examinationk 


Review  of  facts  disclosed 

by  medical  inspection 


The  statistical  tables  giving  details  of  the  medical  inspections 
carried  out  and  the  defects  found  and  which  are  submitted  to  the  Department 
of  Education  and  Science  can  be  found  on  Pages  25  to  28. 

Of  the  3946  children  receiving  routine  medical  examination,  919 
were  found  to  require  treatment.  This  is  23, 3^^  of  those  examined  and 
compares  with  27,4^  in  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  919  found  to  require  treatment,  457  had  vision  defects 
which  were  mainly  errors  of  refraction.  This  is  11,6^  of  the  total 
inspected  as  compared  with  16,9?^  in  the  previous  year.  Additional  to 
this,  seventy  one  children  were  found  to  squint. 

Nose  and  throat  conditions  were  found  in  285  children.  Of  these 
102  required  to  be  referred  to  the  E.N.T,  Specialist  for  further  opinion 
or  treatment. 

Heart  conditions  found  were  mainly  of  a functional  nature  and 
affected  3*5^  of  those  examined. 

Parents  are  encouraged  to  attend  routine  medical  inspections  in 
schools  and  the  Medical  Officers  are  always  available  to  discuss  with 
them  the  physical  condition  of  their  children.  However,  children  on 
leaving  Junior  School,  are  not  desirous  of  parents  attending  medical 
inspections,  with  the  result  that  only  1,95^  of  parents  attended  inspections 
of  the  'leavers*  group.  Approximately  36^  attended  the  inspection  of  the 
'second  age  group'  and  665!^  the  'entrants'. 

Hygiene  Inspections 

One  hundred  and  twenty  four  surveys  in  schools  for  general 
cleanliness  and  to  detect  vermin  infestation  were  carried  out  by  the 
nursing  staff.  These  inspections  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  a number 
of  infestations  in  children,  and  appropriate  measures  were  taken  to  cleanse 
the  hair  and  prevent  re-infestation. 

Clothing  and  Footgear 

Careftil  inspection  of  children' s clothing  and  footgear  is  always 
made  at  routine  medical  inspections, and  only  sixteen  children  were 
found  to  have  unsatisfactory  or  defective  clothing  or  footgear. 
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Physical  Condition 

The  physical  condition  of  children  at  all  ages  continues  to  be 
very  satisfactory  and  evidence  of  malnutrition  is  very  rare  indeed. 

Audiometry 


Sweep  frequency  tests  continue  to  be  carried  out  in  the  schools 
by  the  nursing  staff,  and  during  the  year  it  was  possible  to  arrange 
sessions  at  twenty  one  schools. 

THE  INSPECTION  CLINIC 

. This  clinic  is  held  in  theElizabeth  Street  premises  each  Monday, 
Wednesday  and  Friday  morning  and  is  attended  by  a Medical  Officer, 

Three  hundred  and  fifty  eight  children,  were  seen,  the  great 
majority  of  whom  had  defects  which  did  not  require  exclusion  from  school. 
Only  twenty  certificates  of  exclusion  were  granted. 

Of  334  defects  found  on  inspection,  177  required  treatment  and 
157  required  observation  only.  The  greatest  number  of  sin^e  defects 
found  were  those  of  the  eyes,  sixty  four  requiring  treatment  and  23 
observation.  One  case  of  ringworm,  30  cases  of  scabies  and  10  cases  of 
impetigo  were  found  and  treated  successfully. 

Re-inspections  of  children  at  theSchool  Clinic  numbered  178, 

Follow  Up 

Pupils  with  defects  are  ’followed  up’  by  Health  Visitors  to 
ensure  that  treatment  is  received,  and  advice  and  guidance  is  given  to 
parents  and  teachers  where  necessary.  Follow-up  visits  totalled  2724» 
one  hundred  and  seventy  seven  being  in  respect  of  defective  vision. 

Miscellaneous  Examinations 

In  addition,  916  examinations  were  carried  out.  These  included 
inspections  for  admission  to  Convalescent  or  Holiday  Homes,  or  Special 
Schools;  for  boarding  out  with  foster  parents;  for  fitness  for  employment 
out  of  school  hours  and  prior  to  commencing  employment  on  leaving  school.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Review  of  action  taken  to  detect 

and  -prevent  the  spread  of 

Infectious  Diseases 


Notifications  of  scarlet  fever  were  appreciably  more  than  the 
seventeen  notified  in  the  previous  year,  and  one  child  was  admitted 
to  hospital.  The  number  of  children  o f school  age  who  suffered  from 
infectious  diseases  were  as  follows  - Measles  and  German  Measles  93: 

Scarlet  Fever  46:  Whooping  Cough  2:  Dysentery  3:  Infective  Jaundice 
and  Hepatitis  16;  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  1, 

Diphtheria  and  ^mrmim*  sat-ir^n 

Over  a period  of  nineteen  years  there  has  been  no  incidence  of 
Diphtheria.  This  is,  of  course,  due  to  the  continued  protection  of 
children  by  immunisation  against  the  disease.  The  number  of  children 
under  16  years  of  age  receiving  primary  inoculations  was  1192,  an 
increase  of  326,  whilst  1879  "booster"  injections  were  given  to  children 
of  all  ages,  an  increase  of  463. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

For  the  first  time,  B.C.G.  Vaccination  was  offered  to  one 
thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy  12  year  old  children.  Of  the  816 
acceptances,  775  were  found  suitable  for,  and  were  given  B.C.G. 
vaccination.  It  was  also  given  to  851  children  found  to  be  suitable 
from  the  911  acceptances  in  th©  13  year  old  age  group  of  whom  there 
were  1377. 

The  scheme  was  inaugurated  in  August  1954,  and  9535  children 
in  the  13  year  old  age  group  have  been  vaccinated. 

Twenty  one  pupils  of  age  14  years  and  over  were  found  suitable  for, 
and  were  given  the  vaccination. 

Eight  students  at  further  education  establishments  were  also 
vaccinated. 
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MEDICAL  TREATMENT 


Facilities  for  the  treatment  of  school  children  continued  as 
in  previous  years.  Co-operation  with  local  hospital  staffs  ensures 
interchange  of  clinical  reports  and  information. 

The  interest  and  co-operation  of  the  part-time  Consultants  is 
most  valued.  The  Consultant  Paediatrician  examined  6l  school  children 
and  27  pre-school  children  especially  referred  to  him. 

Attendances  at  theSchool  Clinic  for  all  purposes,  including 
dental  treatment,  numbered  16,841, 

Minor  Ailments 

The  number  of  children  requiring  treatment  for  minor  ailments 
is  relatively  small.  Only  562  received  treatment  for  such  things  as 
bruises,  sores,  skin  infections  and  minor  injuries. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  figure  represents  only 
5,95^  of  the  total  number  on  the  Schools’  Rolls, 

Ear.  Nose  and  Throat  Defects 

Operations  for  tonsils  and  adenoids  are  carried  out  in  the 
Burnley  General  Hospital,  and  children  remain  in  hospital  for  at  least 
three  days  after  an  operation. 

The  E,N,T,  Specialist  examined  143  children  referred  to  him  and 
performed  88  operations.  In  addition,  350  children  had  operations  by 
arrangements  made  outside  the  School  Health  Service, 

Eve  Diseases  and  Visual  Defects 

The  Consultant  Ophthalmologists  examined  639  children  for  errors 
of  refraction, etc, , 199  being  new  referrals.  Children  who  received 
spectacles  for  the  first  time  numbered  113,  The  total  number  of  attendances 
at  this  specialist  clinic  was  1129, 

The  Senior  Orthoptist,  working  single-handed,  examined  and  gave 
orthoptic  treatment  to  479  school  children  and  85  pre-school  children. 

Twenty  five  children  were  referred  for  operative  treatment,  and 
from  the  list  of  those  waiting,  30  including  3 pre-school  children,  had 
operations. 

Early  referrals  of  childreh  for  treatment  continues  satisfactorily 
and  there  is  excellent  co-operation  from  teachers  and  general  practitioners. 
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Enuresis  Clinic 


This  clinic,  which  began  in  January  1964,  is  attended  by  a 
Medical  Officer, and  there  is  close  co-operation  with  the  Consultant 
Paediatrician  of  the  local  hospital  group. 

Enuresis  alarm  outfits  are  available  on  loan  following  the 
recommendation  of  the  medical  officer. 

During  the  year,  sixty  five  school  children  made  one  hundred 
and  forty  attendances  at  this  clinic. 


Physiotherapy  Clinic 

The  Assistant  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  from  the  Hospital  held  two 
sessions  in  the  School  Clinic  in  January  and  thereafter  retired  from 
his  post.  As  most  cases  requiring  orthopaedic  treatment  are  dealt  with 
in  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at  Victoria  Hospital,  the  children  seen  at 
the  School  Clinic  are  principally  those  . requiring  physiotherapy  and 
exercises. 

Nine  school  children  and  twenty  two  pre-school  children  were 
seen  because  of  orthopaedic  defects,  and  a total  of  nine  were  recommended 
to  have  footwear  fitted  with  wedges. 

The  Physiotherapist  worked  two  sessions  a week  until  August  and 
gave  twenty  five  treatments  to  four  school  children- at  the  Clinic,  and 
eighty  one  treatments  to  six  children  at  Brunlea  Day  Special  School  for 
Physically  Handicapped  Pupils,  Four  treatments  were  given  to  one  pre- 
school child.  Children  are  referred  by  the  Medical  Officers,  At  Vfestway 
School,  ninety  four  treatments  were  given  to  seven  children. 
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SCHOOL  DENTAL  SERVICE 


Report  by  Charles  P.  Tehan,  B.D.S., 

(Principal  Dental  Officer) , 

The  year  1969  has  been  a reasonab^l-y  satisfactory  one.  This  was  due 
possibly  to  a staff  increase  the  addition  of  a Senior  Dental  Officer, 

The  visit  of  the  Inspector  from  the  Department  of  Education  and  Science, 

Mr.  A.E,  Everett,  was  timely  alsoj  his  guidance,  corrections  and  suggestions 
were  very  helpful. 

Our  statistics  show  that  8000  school  children,  approximately  57^ 
of  the  total  school  population,  were  inspected  in  the  schools;  5467  of 
these  were  children  attending  the  Junior  and  Infant  schools  - representing 
68^  of  the  population  of  these  schools. 

In  1969  our  educational  programme  was  concentrated  on  the  children 
of  the  Junior  and  Infant  schools.  The  staff  of  the  Dental  Clinic  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  M,  Slater,  Dental Auxiliary,  created  and  presented  a 
puppet  show  with,  of  course,  a dental  theme,  which  was  shown  in  all  these 
schools.  In  conjunction  with  this,  each  new  intake  infant  pupil,  was  given 
a dental  kit  (supplied  by  Colgates),  consisting  of  a beaker,  tooth  brush 
and  tooth  paste,  together  with  a letter  of  advice  on  dental  care  from  the 
Principal  Dental  Officer,  The  local  press  co-operated  very  well  and  gave 
helpful  publicity  to  this  project.  Talks  were  given  at  frequent  intervals 
to  secondary  school  pupils. 

This  year,  a greater  emphasis  than  heretofore  will  be  placed  on 
the  education  and  treatment  of  pre- school  children. 

It  is  not  possible  to  give  anything  approaching  lOC^  service  under 
existing  circumstances,  e.g,  shortage  of  staff,  and  inadequate  clinical 
accommodation  - four  fully  equipped  and  .staffed  surgeries  should  be  the 
minimum  aiW  of  the  local  authority.  However,  I have  reason  to  hope  that 
within  a year  or  so  this  will  become  a reality. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  an  enthusiastic  and  hard  working  staff,  and 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Chief  Administrative  Officer  of  the 
Health  Department  for  theirhelp  and  support  during  the  year.

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HANDICAPPED  PUPILS 


The  following  information  is  of  the  handicapped  children  and  the 
types  of  schools  in  which  they  were  being  educated  on  the  22nd  January, 

1970,  the  date  appropriate  to  the  statistical  return  submitted  to  the 
Department  of  Education  and  Science. 

Malad.iusted  Children 

Blackpool.  Bury,  Barrow-in-Purness  and  BurnleyEducation  Authorities 
jointly  administer  Wennington  Hall  Residential  Special  School  for  Boys  which 
is  situated  near  Lancaster, 

During  the  year  five  boys  were  placed  in  the  school.  One  boy  was 
transferred  to  a secondary  school,  one  to  an  approved  school,  and  one  to 
a college  for  fiirther  education.  Three  boys  left  to  go  to  work  and  the 
parents  of  one  boy  left  Burnley ,At  the  end  of  the  period  under  review 
there  were  sixteen  Burnley  boys  at  the  School.  Three  boys  and  two  girls 
were  on  the  registers  of  other  residential  special  schools  and  two  girls 
were  in  attendance  at  a special  class.  On©  boy  was  awaiting  placement  in  a 
residential  school. 

Educationally  Subnormal  Children 

Ninety  seven  children  were  receiving  education  in  special  schools, 
eighty  seven  as  day  pupils  at  Coal  Clough  Special  School  and  three 
boarded  out  of  town  by  the  Children's  Department  were  also  attending  day 
special  schools.  Seven  children  were  on  the  registers  of  Residential 
Special  Schools, 

Twelve  new  cases  were  ascertained,  one  was  placed  in  a residential 
special  school  and  eleven  in  Coal  Clou^  Day  Special  School.  During  the 
year  seven  pupils  from  this  school  left  to  take  up  work  and  two  left  town. 
One  child  was  the  subject  of  a new  decision  recorded  under  Section  57  of 
the  Education  Act,  1944. 

Deaf  and  Partially  Hearing  Children 

The  number  of  pupils  on  the  registers  of  residential  special 
schools  was  sixteen.  Four  are  placed  at  the  Royal  Cross  School,  Preston, 
four  at  the  Liverpool  School,  Birkdale,  six  at  the  Thomasson  Memorial 
School,  Bolton,  one  at  the  Rayner's  School, Hi^  Wycombe,  and  one  at  the 
Yorkshire  School,  Doncaster. 

During  tteyear  one  boy  was  ascertained  as  deaf  and  placed  in  the 
Yorkshire  School  for  Deaf  Pupils,  and  one  girl  was  ascertained  as  partially 
hearing  and  placed  in  theThomasson  Memorial  School. 

The  parents  of  one  partially  hearing  girl  in  the  Liverpool  school 
left  Burnley, 
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Blind  Children 


On  the  22nd  January  1970,  two  blind  girls  were  on  the  register 
of  the  Royal  ILiverpool  School  for  the  Blind,  Wavertree,  Liverpool. 

Epileptic  Children 

Eight  boys  and  seven  girls  who  suffer  from  epilepsy  are  able  to 
attend  ordinary  day  schools  and  one  boy  and  one  girl  attend  Brunlea 
Special  School,  Of  these  seventeen  children  one  was  a new  case  discovered 
during  the  year.  One  child  was  receiving  education  in  hospital 

Treatment  of  Speech  Defects 

During  the  year  64  new  cases  were  referred  to  the  Speech  Therapist. 
In  addition  to  the  children  already  under  treatment,  and  the  38  cases 
awaiting  treatment  at  the  end  of  1968,  28  of  these  64  cases  were  accepted, 
thus  leaving  36  new  cases  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

One  hundred  and  sixty  five  children  were  given  treatment  for 
speech  defects.  Of  this  number,  114  were  dyslalics,  34  were  stammerers, 

7 were  cases  of  delayed  speech  development,  5 had  defective  speech 
arising  from  a repaired  cleft  palate,  2 had  voice  disorders  and  3 children 
were  deemed  to  be  dysphasic  following  some  cerebral  catastrophe. 

By  the  end  of  the  ye ax  68  patients  had  been  discharged  from 
treatment,  48  of  them  as  cured.  Twelve  children  had  left  school  or  the 
Borou^  before  completion  of  treatment.  Seven  children  were  discharged 
due  to  persistent  non-attendance.  One  child  was  disch^ged  as  much 
improved,  and  10  children  were  placed  'under  observation  only'. 

Of  the  165  children,  109  were  boys  and  56.  girls.  This  ratio  of 
roughly  two  boys  to  every  girl  remains  constant.  In  the  case  of  the  patients 
with  stammers,  however,  the  ratio  rises  this  year  to  seven  boys  to  every 
girl.  These  children  made  a total  of  2019  attendances  for^eech  therapy. 

In  addition  to  visits  to  schools  for  consultation  with  head  teachers  on 
individual  cases,  the  speech  therapist  interviewed  and  advised  58  parents 
at  the  clinic,  with  regard  to  their  children's  speech  problems. 

Two  pre-school  children  have  had  treatment  for  speech  defects,  both 
cases  being  newly  referred  during  the  year.  Of  these,  one  was  referred  for 
defective  articulation  and  the  other  for  delayed  speech  development;  this 
last  child  has  not  re-acted  at  all  favourably  towards  attending  weekly  for 
treatment  and  in  view  of  this  and  her  general  unco-op erativeness,  has  been 
placed  'under  observation  only'  until  she  is  a little  older.  These  2 girls 
made  a total  of  6 attendances.  Seven  newly  referred  cases  are  awaiting 
treatment. 
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1969  has  been  the  fourth  year  for  continued  service  for  the  special 
schools.  This  originated  in  the  final  quarter  of  1965,  when  it  was  decided 
that  two  sessions  per  week  should  be  devoted  to  visiting  these  schools  to 
give  treatment.  One  session  per  week  is  devoted  to  children  who  have  speech 
difficulties  at  Brunlea  School  and  the  other  session  to  similar  children 
attending  Coal  Clough  Special  School,  Over  the  past  three  years.  Coal 
Clough  Special  School  received  only  fortnightly  visits  by  the  therapist. 
However,  it  was  decided  that  weekly  visits  would  be  more  beneficial,  and  in 
August  of  this  year  this  was  inaugurated.  The  children  have  continued  to 
respond  well,  although  improvement  in  some  cases  is  somewhat  erratic  and 
spasmodic.  Some  new  vocal  or  articulative  skill  is  learned,  but  it  is 
noticeable  that  skills  acquired  some  months  previously  and  thought  to  be 
reasonably  fluent  start  to  deteriorate  rapidly  in  some  cases.  However,  it 
must  be  remembered  that  all  these  children  are  handicapped  either  physically 
or  mentally,  and  where  the  latter  is  the  case,  improvement  is  very  slow  and 
unfortunately  not  always  "sure".  The  therapist  visits  Westway  School  for 
mentally  handicapped  children  once  a month.  Here,  the  low  intelligence  of  the 
children  concerned  precludes  much  formal  therapy  being  given.  These  children 
need  more  or  less  constant,  indirect,  therapy,  and  consequently  much  of  the 
therapist's  work  is  in  an  advisory  capacity,  A total  of  69  visits  were  made 
to  the  three  special  schools  referred  to. 

One  adult  patient,  a laryngectomy  case,  was  accepted  this  year. 

This  patient  has  made  12  attendances  and  is  still  under  treatment. 

Delicate  Children 

Five  children  were  classified  as  "delicate"  during  the  year  and 
admitted  to  the  Brunlea  School  for  Delicate  and  Physically  Handicapped 
Pupils,  Altogether  thirty  one  delicate  children  were  on  the  register  of 
this  school,  and  one  was  on  the  register  of  a residenti^  special  school. 

Two  children  were  receiving  education  in  hospital. 

Diabetic  Children 

One  girl  of  Junior  School  age,  one  boy  of  Senior  School  age  and 
one  girl  of  Senior  School  age  were  known  to  be  attending  ordinary  schools. 

Education  in  Hospitals 

Education  is  provided  in  local  hospitals  for  children  of  school 
age  who  are  undergoing  treatment.  This  scheme  has  been  in  operation  since 
October  1957,  and  includes  children  from  the  adjoining  areas. 

Three  teachers  and  equipment  were  provided  by  the  Burnley  Education 
Authority,  and  the  cost  shared  by  the  authorities  concerned. 
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Brunlea  Dav  School  for  Delicate  and  Phvaicallv  Handlcap-ped  Children 

During  the  year,  10  boys  and  5 girls  were  admitted  to  theSchool, 
whilst  19  boys  and  3 girls  were  discharged.  The  average  number  of 
children  on  the  roll  was  101  and  the  average  attendance  throughout  the 
year  was  85. 

Two  years  three  months  is  the  average  duration  of  stay  of  the 
children. 

Physically  Handicanned  Children 

Three  children  were  on  the  registers  of  residential  special  schools. 

During  the  year  three  children  were  fit  enough  to  transfer  to 
ordinary  schools  from  residential  schools  and  the  parents  of  two  children 
in  such  schools  left  Burnley. 

Forty  eight  attended  Brunlea  School  and  ei^t  were  receiving 
education  in  hospital. 

One  boy  was  awaiting  placement  in  a residential  special  school. 

Ninety  one  other  children  with  varying  handicaps,  did  not,  however, 
come  within  the  "physically  handicapped  " category  as  prescribed  in  the 
Handicapped  Pupils  and  Special  Schools  Regulations,  1959»  as  they  could 
be  educated  quite  satisfactorily  in  ordinary  day  schools. 

Tuberculosis 

Any  case,  or  suspected  case  of  respiratory  tuberculosis,  is 
referred  to  >the  Chest  Physician  of  the  local  ho^itals  group  who  arranges 
the  appropriate  treatment  or  supervision. 

Child  Guidance  Service  - Report  by  Mr, R.C, Tweed,  Educational  Psychologist, 

During  1969,  there  was  an  interim  period  of  two  months  between  the 
retirement  of  Mrs.  Hayward  and  the  commencement  of  Mr,  Tweed’s  appointment, 
during  which  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  was  not  operating  fully.  From  1st. 
August  1969,  however,  the  Clinic  has  been  operating  with  one  fiill-time 
Psychologist  and  one  full-time  Trainee  Social  Worker,  It  has  therefore 
been  possible  to  investigate  and  follow  up  cases  rather  more  fully  than 
previously. 
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Part  of  this  service  has  taken  the  form  of  increased  contact  with 
schools  in  all  cases,  and  it  is  hoped  in  1970  to  developmore  fully  a 
general  service  of  advice  to  teachers  concerning  psychological  aspects  of 
education.  These  include  problems  concerned  with  learning  and  communication  - 
particularly  reading  and  language  development  - as  well  as  aspects  of 
behavioural  and  emotional  development.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  social 
work  of  the  Clinic  will  be  developed  by  means  of  advice  to  parents  and 
continuing  support  for  them  in  cases  where  the  management  of  their 
children  is  particularly  difficult,  or  where  there  are  difficult  circum- 
stances which  have  an  adverse  effect  on  their  children’s  development. 

It  should  be  emphasized,  however,  that  the  main  function  of  the 
Clinic  is  assessment  and  diagnosis.  Treatment  in  the  Clinic  can  only  be 
given  in  a few  selected  cases  - notably  where  there  is  no  alternative 
treatment  possibl-e.  It  is  also  hoped  to  develop  a small  amount  of  remedial 
education  in  the  Clinic  which  is  intended  to  be  largely  experimental  in 
nature.  In  particular,  different  methods  of  teaching  reading  are  being 
investigated.  One  method  of  future  treatment  for  children  suffering  from 
behavioural  and  social  problems  in  school  will  be  the  development  of  group 
therapy.  This  is  particularly  important  in  that  by  this  means  one  is  able 
to  treat  more  children  at  the  same  time  thhn  by  individual  therapy.  During 
1969*  154  individual  cases  were  seen  on  a total  of  350  occasions.  Of  these, 
149  were  school  children  and  5 were  pre-school  children.  Fifty  nine  were 
seen  for  behavioural  guidance  and  95  for  educational  assessment.  This 
represents  a slight  drop  in  the  number  of  children  seen  for  behavioural 
guidance  and  a corresponding  slight  increase  in  those  ^aeen  for  educational 
guidance.  There  was  a total  of  nine  sessions  of  remedial  educationheld  in 
November  and  December  and  142  sessions  of  individual  play  therapy  were  held 
during  the  year,  by  the  end  of  which  only  two  children  were  not  discharged. 
Seventy  per  cent,  of  all  cases  were  referred  by  Head  Teachers,  13^  by 
Medical  Officers,  IC^^  by  the  Children's  Department  and  5^  from  other  sources, 
which  included  Probation  Officers,  Juvenile  Liaison  Officer  and  parents 
themselves.  The  pattern  of  referral  is  very  similar  to  that  of  previous  years 
except  for  a rise  in  the  number  of  referrals  from  the  Children's  Department 
and  Juvenile  Liaison  Officer,  This  is  apparently  due  to  the  increasing 
tendency  to  submit  juvenile  offenders  for  psychological  and  psychiatric 
investigation,  and  partly  due  to  increasing  numbers  of  children  coming  before 
the  Courts,  It  is  expected  that  the  full  operation  of  the  1969  Children  and 
Young  Persons  Act  will  involve  rather  more  cases  being  seen  in  connection 
with  the  Children's  Department,  but  it  is  not  anticipated  that  this  will  in 
any  way  take  precedence  over  the  work  which  is  done  for  schools. 
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It  is  unfortunate  that  there  are  still  some  schools  who  are 
apparently  unconvinced  of  the  need  for  a School  Psychological  Service. 

This  is  particularly  regrettable  where  educational  and  behavioural 
problems  come  to  light  in  the  secondary  school  which  could  have  been 
dealt  with  more  easily  had  they  been  referred  fromprimary  school. 

It  can  usually  be  shown  that  children  who  e xhibit  difficulties  during 
their  secondary  school  career  had  similar  symptoms  whilst  at  primary 
school,  and  it  is  well  known  that  treatment  is  much  easier  at  an  early 
age.  This  is  true  of  both  educational  and  behavioural  problems. 

With  regard  to  disposal,  the  most  commom  form  of  educational 
treatment  suggested  was  placement  in  an  opportunity  class.  There  is  now 
a third  opportunity  class  at  Burnley  Wood  Junior  School,  and  the  total 
number  of  such  places  available  is  therefore  sixty.  This  would  appear  to 
be  nearly  adequate  for  the  present  number  of  children  of  Junior  School 
age  who  need  such  places,  but  the  question  of  establishing  similar  classes 
for  children  in  Infant  Schools  is  worth  investigation.  There  is  still  a 
small  shortage  of  places  for  diagnosed  educationally  subnormal  children, 
as  there  is  a small  waiting  list  for  Coal  Clough  Special  School,  but  no 
such  difficulty  is  experienced  with  selection  for  Brunlea  School, 

There  is  also,  however,  a waiting  list  of  boys  to  attend  Wennington  Hall 
Residential  School,  and  the  possibility  of  a day  class  for  boys  suffering 
from  certain  specific  behaviour  disorders,  in  particular  truancy  and 
school  refusal,  is  worthy  of  investigation,  A few  children  have  been 
placed  in  schools  outside  the  Authority,  including  private  establishments 
where  they  are  felt  to  be  in  need  of  specialised  residential  education. 

The  great  majority  of  children  seen  for  behavioural  reasons  are 
dealt  with  in  terms  of  advice  to  their  parents  concerning  management  and 
in  such  cases  the  services  of  the  Social  Worker  in  following  up  the  affects 
of  such  advice  are  invaluable.  Occasionally,  it  is  considered  necessary 
to  bring  the  domestic  situation  before  the  attention  of  the  Children's 
Department,  and  in  such  cases  co-operation  with  regard  to  future  management 
is  very  close.  Sometimes  medical  problems  come  to  light  in  the  course  of 
investigation  and  are  referred  for  the  appropriate  treatment.  The  number  of 
cases  where  one  suspects  that  a problem  is  illusory  or  has  been  greatly 
exaggerated  is  fortunately  comparatively  rare  but  none  the  less  such  cases 
do  exist.

Transport 


By  means  of  special  ’bus  tickets,  children  are  enabled  to  travel 
free  on  public  service  vehicles  to  and  from  the  school  clinic,  Brunlea 
School,  the  special  day  school  and  the  special  classes  in  day  schools. 

In  addition,  special  transport  is  provided  to  and  from  school  for 
the  more  severely  handicapped  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Deputy  Principal 
School  Medical  Officer, 

Camp  School 

The  permanent  Camp  School  at  Best  Bank,  near  Mbrecambe,  was 
opened  from  the  28th  March  to  the  17th  October,  and  507  boys  and  293 
girls  attended  the  camp  for  periods  of  two  weeks.  All  children  are 
medically  examined  before  admission. 

Convalescent  Home 


The  Thursby  Children’s  Convalescent  Home  at  St,  Annes-on-Sea 
was  opened  from  the  l6th  January  to  the  18th  December,  and  113  boys  and 
112  girls  were  selected  and  sent  to  the  Home  for  periods  of  two  weeks,

No  children  were  submitted  for  medical  examination  regarding 
fitness  to  take  part  in  entertainment. 

School  Hygiene  and  Sanitary  Appnmmodation 

The  sanitary  appliances  of  all  schools  in  the  Borough  are  modern 
and  satisfactory.  Frequent  inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  in  order  to  ensure  a high  standard  of  hygiene. 
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Emplovnient  of  Children  and  Street  Trading 

In  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  appropriate  byelaws,  106 
children  were  examined. 

The  niamber  of  children  employed  out  of  school  hours  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  107,  90  of  whom  were  concerned  with  the  delivery  of 
newspapers,  14  assisting  in  shops  and  3 in  hair  dressing  salons. 

The  number  of  certificates issued  total  107,  and  4 certificates  ceased 
during  the  year. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  grant  any  licence  for  street  trading 
by  a young  person  between  the  ages  of  16  and  18  years.
